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The One Indispensable Job 


HE best modern institutions to provide for the taking 

care of foundling babies or orphan babies under two years 

of age are pleasant places to look upon. The first time 

you walk through the dormitories of such a place, and see 
all the little cots, the spaciousroom, the sunlight streaming in, the 
ample dito af for ventilation, the neat, white-capped nurses, 
you incline to agree with Mr. Bernard Shaw that an enlightened 
State will in the end take care of all babies in a proper institu- 
tion, and save them from the disordered existence of that dis- 
organized and haphazard place—the average home. 

Yet institutional babies, in spite of care, in spite of careful 
watching, in spite of good conditions all around them, die in 
numbers far grenter than babies intrusted by Providence inky 
the hands of even the most ignorant of mothers. Institution 
babies died in such appallingly large numbers through so many 
years, that in the end they made what strikers and propagan- 
dists of various sorts call “a demonstration,” and the wise baby 
specialists admitted it. The babies demonstrated that they had 
to have mothers; they had to have the personal, unremitting, 
loving care which any woman, if she has a heart, can give, and 
which the most excellent institution, however hard it tries, can- 
not give, 

Mothertng is what little babies need, and they will not 
thrive without it. Goorl food is not enough, and not even light 
and air and perfect hygienic surroundings are enough; they have 
got to be brooded, or they die; all the things that are not in- 
eluded in the régime of the best of institutions—the little tiny 
attentions that only love can give, the little special understand- 
ing, the love, the petting, even if not always judicious—they 
must have. 

The theorists can talk: the babies have had the last word on 
the question. Enough of them have died to prove the point of 
the need of each little child, lf he is to grow up normal and 
useful, even a comparatively poor mother is better than a good 
institution, 

Mothering remains the one indispensable job in the world 
—and the mother the one indispensable person. 


To the Gold Star Mothers of America 


HORTLY after the declaration of the Armistice, in 

November, 1915, an American woman went over the 

Arponne battlefield with her husband. The sky was serene 
and the cannon had ceased to roar; but over and under and 
through everything was the ruin of war—the shattered, blasted 
trees, shallow ditches where men had taken hasty refuge, pits 
made by bursting shells, and mounds that still sheltered the 
dead where they had fallen. 

But along with the gray desolation there was the hushed 
beauty and serenity of the “big timber" forest itself. On the 
very top of one of the great hills the woman found some ivy 
growing. The broken branches of the trees around it were 
shriveled with the gases from the shells and blackened with fire; 
but the ivy was growing out again, a sign and symbol of life 
pushing forth anew in the midst of death. 

The woman dug up the wy and carried it in a paper package 
on the five davs' motor trip back. In Pars, the French gardener 
at ber friend's house revived it. When it was time te sail for 
America, the ivy was at least alive. In her stateroom, homeward 
bound, she placed it near the air, and it suddenly began to grow. 
Tt has continued to grow ever since. 

Now there are hundreds of little ivy plants from that one 
shoot, and more are coming all the time.

There, an eager-lonking 
young Russian is asking for books on music, and beside him a 
placid mother is requesting books for her children, To everyone 
the same attitude of sincere service is shown, Everywhere is the 
atmosphere of quiet and of work, 

Similar scenes are enacted in all our public libraries. 
Everywhere they are an active agency for the dissemination of 
news in the great world; of information, technical and general: 
of education, Everywhere they supply a conerete example of 
what democracy can do and how it does it. 

Our numerous publie libraries are something we may well 
be proud of. And we may well wish to extend their work. For, 
unfortunately, sixty per cent of our population are without 
library service. Committed as we are to STTierial public schools, 
and to compulsory education, convinced as we are that this is a 
necessary basis for a self-governing people, we ought surely to 

rovide the great after-school educational possibilities of ‘free 
ke in free libraries to all our population, and not merely to 
a seant forty per cent of it, 

e American Library Association is working steadily 
away ae its enlarged program, and its goal is to put more books 
within the reach of more people—and more! Everyone who 
cares for free education, everyone who is interested in this 
laboratory of democracy, everyone whois in step with the pr Og 
ress of America, will want to support the A. L. A. in its 
valuable and progressive efforts.

covery that you have aplendid lungs, even tf two of your 
teeth meed filling; that vour heart ia perfectly aound, 
though your posture be defective, "The health inventory 
ahailel ioe mache by a physician who looks wpon an inde 
viclual aa an ageregate of live forces, rather than a bundle 
of weaknesses. 

After taking an inventory in a shop, the next step is to 
replenish the stocks that are “low, An exactly anala- 
ROS proces should be followed by the woman who has 
been “inventoried.” She should build up the weak apota 
in bely, mind, and disposition {a really comprehensive 
health inventory tikes all three inte account; attend at 
once to all superficial defects: and try te make the whole 
WOMEN @& strong, attractive, and serviceable creatune. 
Now, it ig an interesting fact, and one reason for taking 
nu health inventory at the beginning of summer, that this 
ia the best and easaest time for farming many destrable 
health hablta.

What to Bat—and Why

Ne" there have been a very few surgeons, before ane 
iM since the caer ba | af anesthetics, who have not had 
proper consideration for the animals they used in their 
experiments, Just as we occasionally find a oeckless 
chaoffeur who drives his car at high epeed through a 
crowded thoroughfare, er orcmsionally we find a heartless 
doctor who seems indifferent ta the pain he inflicts on 
animals, One such man was Mantegazza, an Italian 
surgeon Wheee book “The Physiclagy of Fain’ was 

ublished forty years ago. Another was Dr. BL A. 

faison, of Jersey City, who performed some very cruel 
expenments in atudying the effect of “shock, Poth 
these men have pone, eee dead. No one attempts to 
defend the croelties t oy wer guilty of; they have beon 
severely censured by the medical fraternity, 

The other vivisectoras whom the anti-vivisectionista 
often refer ta are M emiin, Trachet, and (laude 
Bernard. Magendie dled in 1856, Hrachet in 1854, ond 
Claude Bernard in 1878: but [found that the literature 
wually mentioned them aa if they were still living, and ma 
if ak ralnf{ul operations aa they senvetines performed 
fram fifty to a hundred years ago in France were of daily 
eecurtence in American lahoratorica of the present day, 
This is wet only untrue but it struck me aa very unfair 
and an insult to the humane peaple to whom the appeal 
is being mde.

The “Pavlov” Dag 


AW ANOTHER recent pamphlet pat aut by the anti-vivi- 

stcilonists much ja said about the Puvioy experiments, 
so called because a famous Tussin pliysinlogist of thot 
name first performed them, with a view to obtaining pure 
guetric juice; that is, tric juice unmixed with the food 
taken inte the stomach, In the pamphlet the feelings of 
the reader are harrowed by a revolting deseriptian of the 
sad plight of dogs domed bo suppby this gastric juice. 

Now, apenking very briey, the chief operation in- 
vilvesl consists af dividing the: stomach into two parts, a 
lunge part and a anal) part, separated from each other by 
a double laver of mucous membrane. [ni the large port 
digestion gora on just ws it did before the operation. The 
smal] part, kKnowe as a Pavlov pouch, has a little hole in 
one end, and the edge of this is attached to the edge of a 
amall opening of the same size in the abdearmen. The 
wound quickiy heals, and there is oo more discomfort than 
one has fram a natural opening—the mouth or nostrils, 
for example, The Pavlov pouch being seporeted from 
the reset of the stomach, noe fowl can enter it. But, in- 
terestingly enough, when the dog eata his fool—just aa 
other dogs de by the way—qrastric juies ia secreted, mot 
only eke stomach ineelf!, but in the litte paweh which 
wie once a part thestomach, From this it is lowed te 
trickle inte a cup or jar, and pure gastric juice is obtained.

Is Anything Accomplished by Vivisection? 


TOW for the second contention made by the aprpponents 
Loaf viviseetion—namely, that no benefit to mankind 
or to animals bas ever been derived from vivisection. 

Here aguin, if this contention were bused on the facts, 
vou pnd To would furnp straight to our feer and vote 
airainet vivisection. Let us look the facts fairly in the 
mcm, 

Many years aga [ hed a little brother, not quite three 
years old, who ume clown with diphtherm, A dactor 
was called, and be did all that a cocter of those dys 
equld clo, But he was almost as helpless ae my mother, 
whe watched the child die in all the agony of etrangula- 
tian. And this was o very comin experience in Lhose 
days. In literuly thousands of tees, weeping and often 
frantic mothers stood by the bedstdes, begging, pleading, 


for little lives, while the surgeon stood by with jaw set 
tid scalpel in hound, ready to take the last dread measure 
and open the trachea (windpipe) te prevent actual stran- 
Fulation. 

Today, such ecenes, in diphtheria cases at least, are 
practically unheard af, As soon aa it is kKnean that a 
child has diphtheria it is given an injection of diphtheria 
antitexin, and if this i= given on the first day the child 
recovers aaa matter of course. Fn cose; where the in- 
jection ia not given until the second day, the death rate is 
between four and five per cent; if delayed wntil the third 
day, the dewth rate is about twelve and a half per cent; if 

cet paved until the fourth day sixteen and a half per cent, 
These figures are glyven by the Haapital for Contagivs 
Diseases, New York City, and represent observations on 
2.549 diphtheria patients, 

Every Ligh Capalaba hospatal for the treatment of diph- 
theria, all over the world, and practically every physician 
of standing, uses diphtheria antitoxin. The decline in the 
death rate of diphtheria patients dates from 18i—the 
year in which this antitesin was introduced, Tracheq 
tomy feubting of the windpipe) bewume a rarer and carer 
operation, and to-daw, as tar 14 diphtheria iy coneernecd, 
15 Unheressary.

Even if it were life for hfe, would you mot vote bo saerifice 
fh guinen pig oT a cabbit to seve the lite of a child? 


The Fatal Chaldbed Ferer 


ANOTHER terrible scourge, which the more elderly of 
my renders will have beard of, was puerperal or 
Mohildboet™ fewer. Tt ised te cause the death of from 
three to five out of every hundred mothers. During epi- 
demice it killed twenty, forty and aometinves even as hich 
aa fifty-five out of avery Fundred, In some cases the 
mortality was a0 frightful that a maternity hoepital 
would be closed, because half the women cnlering it were 
practically doomed te die of childbed fever. 

Then, Pasteur, the great bacteriologigt—the great vivi- 
sector, you will—came along and by animal experi- 
mentation diseovensl the microbe which caused the lever. 
His work waa followed up by the great surgeon und 
vivieector, Lord Lister, and the experiments of these ten 
laid the foundation a midernsurpery, Theirexperiments 
praca that infection of wounts wos coused hy perme. 
Aseptic methela began to be wsed—that is, every effort 
was made to heap weunds free from harmful gers. 

Antiseptic hand-scrobbing, sterilized instruments and 
uniforms, and scores of other Precatilions Were Laken by 
doctors and nurees and, behold, the deadly puerperal 
fever ia practically wiped off the list in the maternity 
hoepitals, To have necently noted one series of aver eight 
thoisand births without the les of a single mother from 
this cause. In the days before Pastewr and Lister there 
would certainky have been too hundred and filty deaths 
in that series, 

If you could see those tuo lundred and fifty mothers 
lined up with their babies in their arms, would you con 
demn them to painful death, and all their relatives to 
grief, in order bo save from less poinful death an equal 
numieer of guiines ples, rabbits, and billy=eats—or even 
dogs, much as we love them? Of cours: you weuldn't— 
nor would amyone who has imeagingtion enough to enable 
her to think straight, and to ser things in their proper pro- 
portions. Bul that saving of life was inn series of RG 
mauthers. This lan't a question of eight thousand or right 
million mothers. “The discoveries of Pasteur and Lister, 
and these a their brave und distinguished followers, 
affect the mothers of erry civilized country in the world, 
nnd net this year agvl meat year, but every yeur ms long as 
the human race exists. 


Deaths from Typhoid 


[" THE Spanish-American War, of which Tam a veteran, 
nearly seventeen per cent of the seldiers—that is, one in 
every six-—haed typed fever, [twas the cause of six times 
as muiny denths as all other causes put together, FP speak 
with feeling, for I was one af thease whe had Gt, In the 
World War there was practically no typhoid fever, for 
the very simple reneon that a vivisertor named Wright 
hal diseoversd a vuecine which preventel the soldiers 
fram eentracting it, It waa used by the atmies of all the 
civilized countries engaged, and practically every soldier 
was treated with it, [it is estimated by Colonel William 
H, Arthur, bute commandant af the Army Medion] Sehaol, 
and now medial director af the Georgetown University 
Hospital, that this vaccine saved the lives of at least thirty 
thousand oye in the American anny alone, and that it 
suved pt lenst two hundred and sixty thorand mere 
from Chote or four months of (nes and inteupacity, And 
this isin the American army alone. 

Of such wast importance to the world are the resulta 
af such experiments as are heing carried on by vivigectors 
that in cies in which, for some ceuson, animals do mast 
afford a suitable medium for their work, tbe Sine Lines 
offer themselves ae subjects. An instance ie that of the 
American Commission appointed in 1900 to make an 
investigntion af the deadly yellow fever in Cuba. Dt bind 
existed perpetually in Havanese, and occasienally it in- 
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vaded this country, especially the Southern states, where 
in one epidemic it destrayed 1e,000 ong. It consti 
tuted one of the principal reasons for the French abandon- 
ing the Panama Canal project. It had taken a toll of 
22,189 workmen, and no life in that pestilential zone 
wad gale from it. 


How Yellow Fever Was Wiped Out 


VV HEN the American Commission, headed by Major 
Walter Reed and Dr, lames Carroll, was appointed by 
Surgecn-General Sternberg, no one hed any clear peool 
either as to the cause of the disease or the means by whieh 
iLwossprend, Ag animals are mot eubject to yellow fever, 
it Was ntcemary for men te volunteer, Dr. R. P. Cook 
and several private soldiers af the American amy alept 
for twenty congeruthye nights on the mutlresses on which 
yellow fever patients had died. clad in the pajames and 
covered with the terribly soiled bed clothing in which 
those patients had spent their last days, This and other 
experiments tea awlul te deserile they subjected them- 
selves to; but, aa they remained perfeethy well, they 

roved Chat yellow fever is not contagious. Then Dertor 
teed bolieved that the dispase was spread bo moayuitoes; 
eo he and Deetor Carrell and several others slowed them- 
aelves to be bitten by moayultes: which bad previgusl; 
bitten yellow-fever patienta. Very soon most of the 
voltnterrs were down with yellow fever, and some of them 
never pot bp again, Une of these wes Doctor, W, Lazear, 
a member of the commbeion whe, after several days of 
delirium, diet in convulsions. But they proved Reed's 
theary to br correct, and then the army, by wiping aut 
the mosquitoes, nd Havena af yellow fever forever, 
Later, General Gorgas in the same way cleaned up the 
Panama Canal gone, 

The shove pare only a few of the many advances in 
medicine made through animal experimentation, 

The achievements in surg ave been even more 
striking. Before the days of Lister, abdominal opera. 
tions were rarely done, and when done were usually fatal. 
Now they are perfatmed daily in thousands of hospitals, 
fod thousaida of people are saved whe in the old dupe 
would have died of “inflaromation of the bowela” (appen= 
dicitial, and other diserses far which surgeons dared mot. 
opermle, In the Civil War if a man was shot through the 
bowels, he died. In the World War thousands of cuss of 
this kind made complete recovery, Whyt Beeause the 
surgeons knew just what to doe—how to sew up the holes 
—hovw bo join the ends af the severed tubes ao that they 
would not leak, and so that they would heal perfoetly, 
The ehill required to do thie waa gained through vivisec= 
tion, [t i safe to that for every animal used in those 
PXTIrLTIeMLS, hurdned human lives were saved in the 
World War alone. 

Compound fractures weed to kill two out of every three 

tients—over sixty-six per cent; to-day the mortality 
aa this eniase is well below one per cent, This eaving of 
life wat brought about by animal experimentation, 

The same may be asid of eurgery of the chest, surgery 
af the head, indered, surgery of ewery kind, 

The whole question & one af proportion, All history 
will bear me out when T say that no bodily sacrifice, 
whether of animals or of meen, & tos at to be made, 
provided the cause for that sacrifice i proportionately 
pret. .

shale Suffer and die. 

He was net hardened bey causing that suffering: le was 
touched with gratitude, He had @ toblet erected to the 
memory of these splendid dogs, and the names of Moody 
Watch, and Spy will go down in history with that ¢ 
Grenfell himeelf and the other heroes of the Labrador. 

Wot T know that Doecter Grenfell will not misunderstand 
me when Dsay that the killing of thas: dogs was selfish- 
meas personified when compared with the work of the 
viviaectors, He killed three dogs, his personal friends, to 
save one life—hie wen. The vivisectors bake no such toll 
ms that. For every animal they cause to sulfer and die 
they eave unnumbered human beings from sufferlag and 
death.

O-DAY million of American wom- 
en feal a lesa which they find it 
difficult to put into words, but 
which i in reality the absener of 
definlteness of purpose, They feel 
that a gigantic task confronts them, and 
that having the vate imposes upon them a 
grave sega for wise action, Brut 
exactly whalk to do at the moment to 
achieve their idewls they do not know, 

This is becouse they do nol understand 
thelr own ideals. Much bf being sald about 
the desire of women to impress their print 
of view upon the body politic, But who can 
say what that point of view is? It exists, 
We know thal women have particular de 
sires, hopes which are peculiarly their own, 
ideals which their habits of thought and life 
have developed within them. But these are 
rather tendencies than facta. They have 
not yet become mebilized, And until 
women have gained seme united coneep- 
tion of their own point of view they will 
find it difficult ta realize their ideals in 
polities, 

Lacking means, then, to express the 
spirit which animates them, what may the 
masses of women undertake to do until 
such time as they become coherent comecorn- 
ing their point of view? There are atill twa 
places of work to be accomplished before 
women are the polities] equals of men. 


Two Things to be Done 


J IRST, the laws which discriminate 

againet women and which exist in aorme 

form in the eode of every state in the 
Union must be eliminated, 

There are many states where married 
mothers have no Aght of guardianship over 
thetr children. In some states, not only is 
the father given the right to will away even 
hia unbern child, but the mother has mee tes 
tamentary rights over her child at all and, 
in the case of her death follawing thedeath 
ar diverce of the father, the appointment al 
a guardian for the child is left entirely to the 
court. ‘One state grants a mother equal 
Tight of gunrdianship with the faeber if she 
supports tke child, Another state obliges the 
mother, in order to establish her claim of 
guardianship, ta prove both that ahe ia a 
ii person to have the custody of the 
ehild and that the father ia an improper 
person, If she proves one af thea conten: 
tions and faila ta prove the other te the 
satistaction of the court, the father still 
has the prior claim to guardianship of the 
ehile. onsiderably inas than half of the 
states give the mother absolutely ecyual 
guardianship with the father aver the 
child. 

Many states give the husband aole right. 
to the earnings of the wife, even though 
the court may hove granted a begal separntion to the wife, 
There is a ocase of tecemt record where a mother living 
gpart from her hushand waa supporting the children and 
where the father set up a clabm te her weekly wages, the 
judge declaring that the law gave him no alternative but 
to award the money to the man, There are many cases 
where women doing extra work to corm money at horn, 
ar deny themaclies to save from the Tay given to 
them by thelr husbands, have been obliged to turn over 
the entire sume to the husbands. 

It wuld seem as if thease inequalities would have 
been recognized and blotted from the statute bowks re 

Aaa matter of fact they continue to exist unts 
some particularly outrageous case le broweht, and even 
then the force of public enor i hot always strong 
enough te overturn them. During the last few montha 
Assemblywoman Minnie J. Grinstead, of the Kansas 

ialature, introduced a bill te give married women the 
right toe their own earnings, a right which at the present 
time is vested entirely in their husbands. ‘The bill passed 
the lower house but was killed in committee in the aenate. 


The Question of Jury Duty 


AMPAIGNS to amend state laws so that women will 

share jury service equally with men are meeting unin- 
telligible resistance, In England a similar movement has 
recopved gheat iimpetua through a curious incident, The 
English law provides that a judge “may in his discretion 
ar on application, made bY or on behalf af the parties... 
er any of them or at his own instanee, make an order that. 
the jury shall be composed of men only, or of women 
only, a5 the case may require.” In a recent divores case 
the judge accepted a jury composed equally of men ane 
women, With an especial commendation thut this was 1 
desirable cage on which women should serve. During the 
irm] the attorney for the wife declared that he was in 
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fees of some very important evidence, evidence so 
vital that he did not see how the jury could come to 
earrect decision without seeing It, ane yet he hesitated ta 
lay it before the women jurors. The judge, after examin- 
ing the evidences, muled that it was so important that the 
jury should have it, bot that it should be shoen te the six 
ren jurors and withheld fram the six waneen jurars, who, 
nevertheless, were expected to arrive ata fair deckeion!

Real Equality i Neat Vet Acconeplished 


HE second undertaking which confronts women is 
even more dificult and is no leas than the transfar- 
mation af the persotuil attitude of men toward them, The 
enfranchisement of weamen in me way equalized the inne 
thoughts and emetions with whith they are reercded. 
These feelings crop up at unexpected times and places ta 
obstruct their activithes and to retard their promotion. 
Cambridge University, in England, many vears ago 
established auxiliary colleges to give women equal edu- 
cational apportunities with men. But during oll these 
fears the women students, stuclying from the same text. 
Nani hearing the sare lectures, passing the sume ex- 
amination: ot the gen studenta, have yet been denled 
degreea. Recently, since women of England have been 
given the vote, there has been a movement to secure de 
gies for the women completing courses at Cambridge, 
The question was finally submitted to the senate of the 
university, composed enlinely of men, amd wos voted dawn. 
Plenty of other Ulustrations may be drawn from oor own 
country. Wore have been penmittel to practice medi- 
cine for half a century in the United States. At firat 
their practice was oppose on the grounds that they 
were incapable, byt thousands of women doctors have 













overcome this objection, until naw it 
might seem a8 though » woman physician 
as well equipped asa man physician would 
have un equal atending. But au 

the average unprejudiced person is alice 
for a surgeon, Man or woman,who is most 
experienced in performing a certain opera. 
tion. He would find that, whereas a mn 
might have performed that operation a 
thousand times, a woman would nat have 
had the opportunity to develop her skill, 
and he would therefore unhesitatingly 
choose the man upon whose previews suc. 
creas he could place reliance, It ia the same 
with women lawyers. Women have been ad- 
mitted to practice before the Supreme 
Court of the United States for some forty 
years, and practically every state has its 
woman lawyers. But the average unpreju- 
diced person, looking for a lawyer with 
ah ce in aepecial line of legal practice, 
will find many men who have conducted the 
sn Bort of cases, but few women who have 
bern entrusted with such work. 

W onlen are encninbering exactly the sanve 
jenlings in practicing politics that they have 
found obstrocting their pr olzewhere, 
Women must prove themselves before they 
Will be trusted in politics by either ven or 
WwOMLEH.

BuEReatIOns 
therefore, are not offered os actual 
motifs to be adopted bey anyone, 
bit just a8 aug@estions; noe one of 
them perhaps ia quite the thing 
that will fit and harmonize with 
your own garden site, and your 
oun Ideas and desires for a garden. 
But in reading wbout them your 
ideas and denne may crystallize 
inte the apecial motif that will fully 
express YOUr individual fancy —and 
this is the thing to be attained, I 
should like them te be stimulants 
to individual tmagiiation, ta other 
words, rather than formule, 

The moat obvious of all inspira- 
tions are, of course, those boy which

QNE hitherto uninteresting garden that has boon 
developed along just. this line offered nothing at all 
hut what seemed a very insignificant slope from one aide 
to the other, [tis a small place in an old-fashioned town, 
the sort of thing that seems most hopelessly ordinary, =a 
far as gardening pomibilities are concerned, Hut just this 
gentle slope has become ite distinction, since ib was reecy- 
nized abd seized os a means of individunlization.

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The Fortunate Children of New Castle 


N NEW CASTLE, Pennsylvania, there is something going 
forward that may well claim more than local interest, 
For two years costume designing has been taught in 
this progressive city, not as a specialized “‘advanced" sub- 
ject but as a part of the regular work in every grade of the 
ublic schools, from kindergarten up. Boys and girls alike 
farh to make original designs of simple, practical earments, 
and thereby absorb the unrlerlying principles of proportion, 
of Parepec ays: ef color composition, of free draftsmanship. 

What a change from the strawberry baskets and cubes that 
were the vorue when many of us went to school! 

Do you remember sitting erenbet over a pencil, striving to 
reproduce with painful accuracy the unimaginative lines of a 
strawberry basket? It, in turn, sat squarely on Teacher's desk, 
and the great trick was to cateh the slant of its line, as your own 
desk was miserably southeast or wretchedly northwest of the 
front elevation. After this fashion was drawing, as they say, 
taught. For this laborious and futile system, Mew Castle has 
substituted the actuality of real clothes, 

Imagine, then, the difference that the small citizen of New 
Castle encounters in his journey through school. In kinderpar- 
ten the rudimentary designs are worked out in colored tissue 
paper, and the subject isthe clothing of a fairy tale. Red Riding- 

ood’s red riding-hood, for example, or the Goose Girl's smock. 

After the second prade the children begin experimenting — 
still in tissue paper—on clothes suitable for themselves. 

In the seventh « water colors are added to the equip- 
ment (combining with the tissue paper), and in the eighth grade 
the pupils work with the paints alone, selecting, also, their own 
eolor schemes and subjects, 

Recently a contest was held in New Castle for the best 
designs to be submitted by these school children, Two hundred 
and fifteen entries were made, and of the nine prizes awarded 
three went to boys and six to girls. One of these designs was 
selected by the Fashion Editor of the Woman's Home Compan- 
1ON for publication. It is shown on page 47 of this issue. 

If any reader of the COMPANION is interested in introducing 
this plan into her own community we shall be glad to put her in 
touch with the New Castle authorities. 


Prevent This Unnecessary Cruelty 


HE American Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to 

Animals is offering a prize of five hundred dollars for a_hu- 

mane trap for capturing fur-bearing animals. Traps which 
are at present widely used in trapping are extraordinarily cruel 
and torturing instruments. These traps catch the animals by the 
leg and fail to kill them instantly, as humanity would demand. 
The captured animals suffer frichtfully from pain, hunger, and 
thirst and die most miserable cleaths. 

With no wish to destroy the professional trapper's oocupa- 
tion, the crusade for more humane methods is going forward 
through legislative action and the rousing of public opinion. It 
would be to the trapper's interest to have a better and more 
humane trap, for where the animal is instantly killed or cap- 
tured uninjured the skin is more likely to be in fine condition. 

There are two things every reader of this magazine can do 
to help abolish the cruel stecl-jawed traps now so widely used. 
One is to write your state branch of the 8. P. C. A. and give 
your endorsement to their campaign for humane traps. 

The other thing you can dois to further legislative action on 
the matter. In the state legislature of New York a bill has been 
introduced pera the use after September lst, 1922, of the 
steel-jawed leg traps (commonly known as the steel trap}, or any 
other form of trap not capable of killing animals instantly or of 
capturing them alive and uninjured. If you live in New York 
State write your assemblyman and your state senator in favor 
of the bill. If you live in other states, petition through your 
club or your civie league for the introduction of a bill prohibiting 
the use of cruel traps. : 

If any of our readers wish to compete for the $500 prize 
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offered for a humane trap, details may be obtained by writing 
the American Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals, 
Madison Avenue and 26th Street, New York City. 

It isinteresting to note in this connection that fur farming is 
slowly but steadily developing in this country. Fox farms have 
been in operation for a number of years and now an enterpris- 
ing stockman has succeeded in acclimatizing Karakul sheep and 
their Persian lambs. Fur farming is, of course, infinitely more 
humane than the present system of trapping, and it is to be 
hoped that it will develop still further. 


A Little Leaven 


FTHE always progressive Bryn Mawr has offered this summer 
arich opportunity for seventy women. [1 it were possible 
for the offer to be extended to all women, and for all women 

to aecept it, the millennium might be hastened by a few hun- 

dred years. 

Here, in brief, is the opportunity: 

_ _ The college has opened her doors to seventy “women in 

industry,” that is, actual workers in various trades. 

Three groupe of courses have been planned, so fine and vital 
and interesting that it arouses envy in those of us who cannot 
qualify as “women in industry.” 

The first group includes “Subjects of special interest. to 
industrial workers, such as courses in labor and economics, 
which will enable them to comprehend the industrial world and 
its problems as it now is, and to see how it may be improved and 
reconstructed in the future.” 

The second group of courses “deals with the products of 
civilization, and will, it is hoped, help the student to take her 

lace in social and pace life and become a good citizen and 
intelligent voter, This group will include literature, history, 
and art; or government and psychology; and for all students 
physiology and hymene." 

There is another smaller croup of courses planned “To en- 
rich the student's personal life and add to her happiness by the 
appreciation of beauty and culture and a better understanding 
of the world.” 

There will be brief lectures by trained and, let us hope, 
inspired and broadminded instructors, followed by class ‘dis. 
cussions, and, further, by small conferences. There will be abso- 
lute freedom of teaching and discussion. 

This experiment in education will be watched not only by 
labor everywhere, but also by the employers of labor and by the 
general public. It may be one of the most effective—if not the 
quickest—ways of arriving at the basis of mutual understanding 
and codperation, upon which our national happiness and pros- 
perity depend to so great a degree. 


A Young Student at Ninety 


‘OR real youthful enterprise commend us to Mrs. Amy 
Davis-Winship, who, at ninety, enrolled this summer as a 
student at the summer school of the University of Wisconsin, 
taking, if you please, stiff courses in psychology and sociology. 

Not everyone has the means, the time, or the opportunity 
that belong to Mrs. ibecdire but many of us, ins of looking 
back regretfully to a youth deficient in chances for schooling, 
might do well to investigate the available ways and means of 
making up these deticiencies. Summer schools are open in moat 
of our colleges and universities, with courses of from four to 
eight weeks at very small cost, and books we have always with 
us, to “read, mark, and inwardly digest.” ; 

No matter how old we are, education brings new interests, 
and a broadening and rejuvenation of the mind. If Mrs, 
Winship's example starts an enrollment of grandmothers in 
classes and colleges, why, 60 much the better for ndmothers, 

The common sense and experience of these older women will 
provide a mighty fine seasoning and balance to the theories and 
ideals of modern education. At the same time, modern education 
will provide the grandmothers with a keen mental tonic, and 
amore potent elixir of youth than ever Ponce de Leon imagined.

Therefore it is of the moat tremendous 
importance that the women-people repudiate 
“practical politics af an excuse for dealing 
with government concerns in ways which the 
would never tolerate in their own personal al- 
Tairs, and, inatead, give to “practical politics” 
its real meaning of straightforward, honest 
understandin the scienee of government. 

Ina very short tine the municipal elections 
will be held all over the country. I can unre 
women to begin their study of “prictical poli. 
ties" in thease elections, free from any charge of 
purtisunahip, because so great a propertion of 
the municipal elections are conducted along 
non-partisan lines, 

[t is amazing to see how many states which 
are aeroun most partigan in Presidential 
elections, have conceded ta their municipalities 
the right of electing their officials on local imsirs 
or personal characteristics of the condidates, 
utterly reyardless of party affiliations. 


Three Ways to Run a City A 


s FITH partisanship to a lange extent elimi- 

TH nated, the tendency has been to put 
municipal government more and more on a 
business basis. Thus there have arisen three 
general forms of city government, which with 
othe toklidieations ant in uae in practically every city. 
There a, firat, the old Feders) system with the bonre of 
aldermen standing a8 the levislutive bly, the mayor os 
the executive, and the courts as the judiciary, just as the 
National Goverment be cliviched, 

This is giving way to the two newer systema; the cam- 
mission government, where the people elect three oor 
more commissioners, each with a view te his files for 
taking charge af an allotted divishin of the city de 
partmenta; and the city manager plan, where the com- 
missioners elected by the people hire someone bo look 
wter the bnesiness adfuira of the city, Just as a manager is 
hired te look after a factary. 

How are wormen to set to work at “practical politics” 
in the municipal elections, regardless of which of these 
forms Mf governments they have? 

First, by showing courage as to what candidates they 
will support. In the electiona baat fall women votes for 
men for national and stnte offices who of necessity 
seemed afar af. There were ven few women, proper. 
Lionately speaking, who could knew personally the men 
whose names were printed on their ballots, Fut in the 
municipal elections the eaniidutes are close ley. TE as 
comporatively cusy to get firt-hand information about 
the men who want public office in your cite. 

Here jit ia that women will be tested, Te will net eo te 
vote for Afr, Jones becuusr he is the busted of that nice 
Airs, Jones, or for Afr. Srnith because he needs the pousi- 
tion in order to support his family, which is frequently 
the reneon for electing certain men be offer, especially in 
the raral communities, [ll ts cssential te pick i Tan 
who cin do the werk, and do it well. If you were a 
stockholder in a business concem, you would be mighty 
varefu) for whom you voted to manne your affairs, You 
are a stackholder in the municipality, and your indivieual 
woke is just ws vital there as in any business with which 
you could possibly be connected, 

The man for whom you vote should be 9 “representa 
tive’ man, Women must be unwilling to tolerate in 
whce oman wher they would be unvdiling to accept in 
a socal of business relationship. When I] say social 
relationship, To do net mean society as it appenrs upon 
those atate oecnsions when you rub elbows with a lit af

Aouad “Entangling Alfances” 


OMEN have a certain freedom from entangling 

ulliunces, und they must be careful to maintain it. 
For fifteen years | have been a oeember af the boar of 
education in Warren, Ohio, and for many yeors | have 
been president of that board. How often my heart has 
fairly ached for same member of that board who wanted 
to do the right thing, but was hampered in voting as he 
knew he should, becsu: he was a bank director, ond a 
heavy stockholder in the bank wanted him to do differ- 
ently; or bersuar he owned a big supply store, and an 
important customer wanted him to throw his influence 
in another direction, 

Just ag they are reasonably free from interlocking busi- 
hess telationships, so women are aa yet little bound by 
partiaanaliiy. Men ae me way inside the political 
machines even now, and, greatly as this may be deplored, 
in some instance, there are occasions on which it may 
work far good, Mon usally are reluctant to oppose a 
candidate th “Lhe ring, but women have no reason to 
hesitite on that score, 7 saad te the men on the National 
Republican Committee, follawing the election last No 
vember, when it seemed a moet of the women in 
the United States head decidex upon the Republican 
Party, “Yoo must still watch out what candidates you 
niminate and what policies you establish. Women have 
clitsen you, but we are.not married to you yet." 

However, in maintaining our inderendence ta demand 
the beat platform principles and the highest type of 
candidates within the parties, women must bear in mind 
the necessity of being good losers. It is a splendid thing 
to be able, after a fight within the organization, te goon 
with the winning mujority, working for the great primci- 
Flea to which that particular arte committed, 
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Women who have been working for a cause 
have learned a grent dew) about this kind of 
loyalty. It ls not w blind, unrensoning secept- 
ance of conditions or le, but it is am inti- 
mate personal sense, which means being true to 
at] one's self, to one's principles, and to others. 
Double-dealing and “playing the game” are 
what have given “practical polities’ its false 
meaning, They can result only in diswter and 
Joss for all concerned, while playing straight 
means succes for beth the individual and the 
organization. 

fomen must take Inte polities the art of 
constrvation, in the practice of which they are 
such adepts. Women are savers because they 
have never had much money to spend them- 
selves; and their ideas of conservation are sorely 
needed at this time ta bring about economy in 
government. 

Industry is needed if women ore to succes) 
in their ideas of “practical polities.” and meat 
women are taking this characteristic inte their 
new work, astonishing men politicians not o 
little, juat oa these game men ore astonishing 
the women by how much they talk, and how 
little they do, 


We Must Carry On to the Finish 


1 OMEN are going to require persistence, 

too. They will mot like the bitterness 
and personalities whieh develop especially in 
municipal electiong, but they must be prepared 
to carry on to the finish. . 

In our suffi ihiya we did not insist that we 
wanted ta held offee ourselves, We alwnys 
declared that what we desired was an oppor: 
tunity bo help choose the men who would govern 
our homes, “Therefore I do not look to see any 
reat numler of women elected to public office, 
or even to declare themselves as candidates. 
One or two women in a legislative body are at 
a great disudvantage. are curiosities to 
the onlookers, the tonpaselisle 15 expected of 
them, and their ot-workera tip their hats to 
them politely instead of shaking hands and 
calling them comrades If women decide that 
it is necessary, in order to give expression to 
their point af view, te elect women solely vs 
women toe membership in legislative bodies, 

. they would better start a campaign to elect ten 
=! ora dozen allat the game time, Then, and then 
only, would the women members be in sufficient 
numbers to cdo some good themselves, and to 
fain ueeeptanee an an equality with their men 
collengies. 

After all, it is in obliternting the sex line 
between men and women in politics that women have 
their greatest opportunity to serve at this time. The men 
feel toward us exactly oa we would feel if a great foreipn 
influx swept over ua. They regard their can particular 

roblemg a overpowering, tif anew do murs, And 
just when they think that hey ave all that they can 
powibly do, there hes descended upon them a great mans 
of poole, whom they do not understand very well, and 
who do not always understand them so very well, These 
new people, with their different characterletiles, their 
Varving customs, traditions and ideals have all to be 
assimilated, Meanwhile, those vexntious problems 
which existed prior to the invasion still awnit solution, 

Is itany wonder that the mén in striving to be patient 
are showing bownrd women pathence without underatand- 
ing, the patience of fathers towerd willful, perplexing, 
exusperuting children? They think thet soon, like child- 
ren, we will tire of this mew game of politivrs and run away 
and leave them, whereupon they will go sbowt their 
business in peace, ; ; 

Women must join the parties, They cannot remain 
on the outside if they went men to adopt their atti- 
tude toward “pructicul politics," for few ever underatend 
or appreciate the ideale of those who fiyht them, Men . 
and women must counsel topether, and there must be 
comradeship and cofperntion if men are to learn women's 
point of view, : : 

Ido not know the definite steps by which men_ will 
come to underatand women's paint of view. It isa thing 
af the apirit, and can only be com prehencded through the 
apirit. I do not expect th te come about in my penmers- 
tion, Tt is our granddaughters who will profit by men 
learning te understand women, [tis like the young men 
of Kansas and the saloon to-day. This generation in 
Kaness has never seen a saloon, and prohibition comes 
easy to ib, 

The most devoted heme woman, or the most absorbed 
business worn, whe hesituties to undertake her part of 
the responsibility, will come te realize that she makes no 
sacniice in se deing, No one ever works with a group 
without being repaid by personal growth and expertences, 
even though the growth be ar eorn pan led by Frowing 
fains and the experiences be not altogether pleagant.

Chicago's 
South Side in that day wus a prairie waste where wolves 
howled on winter nighta and where, in the summer, flow- 
era grew eo Fotewaly a to mike a trackless sea of bleam. 
lean) Thrift'scontemporaries had beraght North Side prop: 
erty, but Ignace Thrift built on Wabash, near Madison, and 
anmounced diringly that some day he would have a real 
cviniry place, far south, near Eighteenth Street, For 
that matter, sald, time would come when th 
would hear of houses thick ina street that would be known 
aa Thirtieth, oreven Fortieth. How they laughed at that! 
Eesiies, it was pretty well acknowledged by the wise- 
acres that St, Charles, a far older town, would soon sur- 
puss Chicngo wid become the metropolis of the West. 

In books on early Chicage and its settlers you con see 
Ieaae Thrift pietured as one of the stern and flinty city 
fathers, all boots, and atock, and massive watch chain and 
side whiskers, It was neither a time nora place for weak- 
lings. The young man who had come hopefully out of 
York State to find his fortune in the welter of mud,

She bore Isaac Thrift two children, accomplishing the

Charlotte had been the first of these girls. Carrie, the 
second, came a tardy ten yeurs later. It was a time and 
a city of etrange contradictions and fluctuations. For: 
tunes were made in the boom of 1R6 and leat in the panie 
of Isd7, Chirago was a broken-down apeculative shanty 
Village one day, and an embryo metropolis the next. 
The Firemen's Ball was the event of the social season, 
with Engine No. 4, glittering gift of “Long John" Went: 
worth, set in the upper end of the dance hall and festooned 
with flowers and ri . All the worth-while beaux of 
the town belonged to the volunteer fire brigade. The 
names of Chicago's firemen of 1828 or "40, if read aloud 
to-day, would sound like the annual list of box holders 
nt the opera.

She now jueeled tatereat, almple and edi pound, with 
enae; beck charge of the few remaining bite af scattered 
property saved from the ruina: talked glikly of lots, 
quarber-aeclions, sub-divisiongs. All through their child- 
hanes! Helle and Lottie heard reiternted: “Run awny-

Change came casily to Carrie, Adaptability was one 
of her gifte, [np 189d (World's Pairyear) she was one of the 
first to weor the new Ettan ficket and separate akirt of 
blue seqge (ft beeame almost a uniform with wamen| 
and the shirtwaiat, a garment that marked an innovation 
in women's othe.

EBetween the two families—the 
Kemps in Hyde Park and the Paysons in Prairie Avenue 
—there existed a terrible intimacy, fostered by Mrs. 
Carrie Payson, They telephoned each other daily. They 
saw dhe another almost daily, Mrs. Payson insisted on 
keeping @ finger on the pulse of her married caughtier’s 
household as well as her own, 


HROUGHOUT her school years Lottie had always 

had a beau to scpuine her about at school parties and 
bay-and-elel feativitles, He was likely to be a rather 
superior beau, too.

I think that 
sometimes, praghes J at her serious, pretty lipe closed ao 
finoly over the white teeth, they wanted to. I'm sure 
that Lottie, though she did not know it, wished they 
would, Hut they never did. 


OTTIE saheolutely lacked coyuetry, as does the woman 

who tardily develope a sense of sex power. In Lottie's 
junior yenr theen giwley and studious MLE men narrowed 
down to one. His name was Rutherford Hayes Adler and 
he was a Jew. There ia no describing him without the use 
cf the word genius, and in view of his novels of to-asay (RB. 
H. Adler) there is no need to apologise for the early ose of 
the word. He was ue living refutation of the belief that o 
brilliant mathematician bas no imagination. His Armour 
report cards would have done credit to young Euclid: and 
he wrote humorous light verse to Lottie, and eold insurance 
on the side, Being ewarthy, black-haired and black-eyed, 
he waa cursed with a taste for tan suite and red neckties.

And if you toed to rent a house, you would find yours 
eclf at the end of a long waiting list. Nobody wants to 
— this town—many would like to move to it,

Because civie pride, community spint, and good taste 


have made it atewn gockd ta look upon, und toa live in. 
The name of that town is Ridgewood, New Jersey". 
No, [ do not live in Ridgew : but I did in the days 


before this miracle of beauty was worked. It was then 
& hice, sleepy village, each of whose residents was ab- 
eared fn his own home life. Unpaved streets led to an 
ugly wooden railway station. Poeaibly that neigh 
stacion, cold in winter, hot in summer, waa responsible for 
the evolution of Ridgewood. 

Town officials, commercial, church, and welfare o7- 

nizations jointly besigged the Erie Heilway Company 
fat anew station. When they had won that station, civic 
pride grew by leapa and bounds, and real estate values 
went booming along with community enthusiasm. To- 
day, when Hidgewool wants anything, its citizens, 
irrespective of political purty, church creed, ar socal 
alinding, cobperate te get it. 

For several years the town boasted only one motion 
picture theatre. Hidgewoul parenta did not approve of 
the pictures offered by the manager ond alleged that he 
was making Toney wt the cost of their children's morals 
and good tuste, ‘The manager protested that he had te 
tan the pictures which agencies sent bir. Ridgewood as 
a community derided that it needed competition in the 
movies, Dt invited another manager to open a thentre in 
a building which it mude available for this purpose. 
Today they have clean movies in Ridgewood,

A Pyramid of Groups 


WHE gave a ten for twenty women not yet identified 
kf with local polities ar civies, To twenty women 
she talked on the affairs of Lakewood, the State of Ghio 
and the U.S.A. And from her pleasant living-room that 
day she sent out twenty women, enthusiastically inter- 
ested tn civier and politics, ench pledged to hold just such 
a tea, te which twenty women would be invited, prefer. 
ably from different social ar neighborhood groupes 

They studied the same course. It inchuded four main 
divistons: (1) The Constitution of Ohio: (2) Legislative 
Department; (2) Executive Department: (4) Adminiz= 
tration Hoard. Tt included a theraugh study of each sub- 
ject, and emphasized the practical w in which each 
division was related to the individual citizen. 

Alot interesting results came from this study course. 

It took women to the Lakewood Public Library to 
guther material for talks and papers. They did net go 
alone. Their husbands went along to belp carry books or 
make notes. Eight hundred men and women, a man for 
each af the four hundred members of the study circles, 
had become interested in civics and politics, 

Husbands and wives became interested in what the 
alate legislature was colng in Columbus, the state capital, 
The forum idea developed by the course taught them to 
weigh the prog amd cone of legiglation ander consideration. 

Best of all, the four hondred women gradually ceased 
to be human biotters, absorbing the views wf speakers, 
They learned to think far themselves, to draw conelu- 
sions and to express these conclusions, standing on their 
feet, and without notes, Self-expreesion means develop- 
Tent, mental, spiritual, and political, 

The woman whe worked out this suceessful plan af 
organization and its program was hire, W. G. Waitt. 
Family responsibilities have taken her from Ohio to 
Massachusettes, but Lakewood does net forget her, She 
atill lives there through the Waitt Citizenship Classes, and 
her good work will move on steadily; for this year, ear 
one of those four hundred women is pledged to form anew 
circle of twenty students.

One who has had such an opportunity as mine: to etudy 
the paychology of women finds that the amazingly in- 
teresting thing about them is the growth and develop- 
mont of their intellectual rightness, of their ability ta 
think clearly and bravely, aa well as to feel intensely. 
Contacts, in my work, are by no menns restricted to 
criminals, to wemen secused of sex offenses, of even to 
women of my own city. Tt is a varied grist that flows 
through a New York court-room. Some of the women, 
who may be there for reasons reflecting no diseredit on 
themselves, have come from big towns, little towns, 
country farms at the opposite ends of the United States. 
Then, too, through being the firat women to sit in the 
criminal courts, | have met women in all parts of the 
country, who have asked me to explain my work to their

HE woman of to-d ; { 

wain, how differently she meets this portirular re- 
vernal of her fortunes. Ut is not merely the new" type 
of feminist who protests against alimony—to be carefully 
distinguished from a father’s support of his children—as 
an insult, Many an industrially trained woman, of the 
so-called “poorer classes,’ has thought aut the probbers 
of being indebted for sustenance to a man who no longer 
cares enough about her to remain her husband, and her 
Intelligencer as revolted apainst such a settlement. 

“T doen't want his money for mysell.”” such ao woman 
has told me repeatedly, in the Court of Dornestic Fela- 
tions. “The children are his, os well as mine, and it's 
only fair he should do his part toward looking after them. 
But [ can take care of myself, I did it before | was mar- 
ried, and I can do it again. When he cored for me and T 
was keeping his house, it was all right, but now—lI don't 
want his money!" 

That is tive Sadie wife's idea of self-respect, which 
goes to prove that she la giving some new things to the 
relation of marriage, a8 a counter-balance to her new de- 
mands on it, Such self-respect finds a channel for ex- 
pression through the training the woman has received for 
sel{-suppert and the demand for her services, but it isa 
product of clear thinking. Does it mean, however, a 
diminution in true womanly feeling? I think not. ; 

When T hove seen the wonderful, the almost incredible 
aacrifices made by the poorest, most uneducated mother 
for her babies, I have laughed at the idea, advanced in 
aome quarters, that motherhood is going out of atyle. It 
has been proved te me over and over again, since T have 
been a judge, that no woman iso depraved, so heartless, 
ao stupid, as not to feel stirrings of love for the child to 
whom she has given birth. 

Mothers make their mistakes not from lack of love, but 
from lack of authority or lack of understanding. The 
depth and diffusion of intelligence among women to-tay 
are most encouraging. Yet being a judge has taught me 


has shown me, over and over 


that even really clever women may 
bestupid as mothers, 

The causes of incorrigibility are 
almost as varies as the girls them= 
selves who appear on this charge, 
and many an incorrigible girl comes 
before me in the Woman's Court, 
Inecerrigibility merans, under our 
statute, “aasoclating with vielous 
persons and liable to become de- 
praved."” In other words, the 
mather complains that the daughter 
remains out late at night, associates 
with bad companions, ia disobedient 
and refuses ta work, In cases of in- 
corrigibility, the mother usually is 
the complainant. 

Frequently, the charge la dismissed 
and the mother made to understand 
she & to blame more than the girl. 
After a conviction, th the majority af 
caees the girl is placed on probation 
and returned to the custody of her 
parents. In the course of the trial, 
[ talk with them ond try to show 
them how far they—especially tho 
mother, for a girl is molded bat her 
mother—are responsible for what 
has happened,

Fut | 
rather joeline to the conclusion that some of the defects 
for which she is meet criticized —her startling and extrava- 
gant clothes, her foutings of convention, her a ive 
ness—are the products of the age of transition through 
which ahe is passing. The taste of her freedom is so mew 
in her mouth that it sometimes slightly intoxieates her. 
In a few years she will recover what she seems tempo

day and then practiced on the violin at home. Peeling 
hungry after achool he spent five or ten centa for bee 
cream ur candy, preferably the latter, for he could carry 
the bag of candy in bis pocket and munch on it until aup- 
per time. He did not care for vegetables, but liked meat, 
and wee fond of soaking his bread in tea, His standbys 
were pit, cake, doughnuts, and cookies, Without powerty 
in the hore, this boy was siarving for fae deeb i taking 
leas than a thosand colores daily, when be needed more 
than twiee that armount. He had faulty food and healeh 
habite, and was alac suffering fram averfatigue. When

Pie real issue, a8 we see it, is, what more 
can the ordinary gurdener—who has not 
a great deal of time, perhapa, to devote to 
gardening of to studying about gardening and 
plan a ta further his efforts and to make 
such knowledge as he has and such work us 
he ia able to do prouars the tees resulta, Ob- 
viously, he works nt the mast terrifie disad- 
vantare if be undertakes to work alone; for 
there is admitted] more to be learned than 
any one individual can embrace, even if all bis 
time is given bo atudy. A . 

The answer is, of course, evident, since vou 
know before I begin what I am going to talk 
about: He can affiliate with w society, either 
of a general character or one devoted ta the 
particular flower he withes te excel in rulsing: 
and this he should do. Gardeners and flower 
lovers owe it to themselves to take advantage 
af the opportunities which these societies open 
to their members, and they owe it to other 
gardeners and Hower lovers to give them the 
ever-widening opportunities which energetic arppert af 
auch nizations insures. Apart from the high d 
of technical knowledge to bet acquired through society bal- 
leting and publications, there is an exhilaration in the 

onal contact revulting from a widened horticultural 
izan whieh inapires to prodigious feats in gardening! 

Of the horticultural societies existing here in this coun- 
try net all are of popular appeal, naturally; for some of 
the st are. associntions of fessional, or corr-= 
mercial, growers of fruits, tubles of flower. But 
there are enotgh devoted ta plant culture for the pure 
love of the plan. to eve sve amateur in the land the 
encourngement aad the help he needa to he successful 
with his particular hobby. As to having a floral hobby 
—a favorite flower in the triest sense—it seems almost 
inevitable, once one haa developed the garden instinct 
latent in afl humanity. For, however general one's 
knowledge may be, and however entholic the taste in 
flowers as the ornaments of the gordon, there is almost 
gure to come a special Wiking for one particular thing— 
nok ubways because it seema more beautiful than any 
other, but sometimes because it hag an interest analogous, 
perha to character in the human species, At any 
rate, it beginga to seem worth while to know this particu-

Happiness cannot be bought with votes nor secured by legis- 
lation; but any legislation which promotes better home-making 
promotes also happiness. 


How It Will Affect American Homes 


OE of the bills in the group of “happiness legislation" referred 
to above is known as the Fess Home Economics Amendment 
(House Bill No. 21). It is a bill to provide Federal funds for 
teaching the science of home-making to girls and women; these 
funds to be used te supplement state and municipal appropriations 
for the same purpose. 

Twenty-six million women and girls are engaged in making 
and keeping homes in the United States to-day. Less than half 
as many are wage-earners, or engaged in gainful occupations. 
Moreover, nine out of ten wage-earners are, or soon will be, home- 
makers. Under existing appropriations, one cent per year is spent 
on tae training of each of the women and girls engaged in home- 
making. 

The present appropriation allows $300,000 for training in 
home-making for 1921, and increases gradually until it reaches a 
maximum of £600,000 in 1927, The Fess Amendment calls for 
$500,01M) in 1921, and a maximum of about $3,000,000 in 1932. 

The advocates of the measure believe that the well-being and 
happiness of American homes will increase in the same ratio. 


An Equal Chance for Country Girl and City Girl

proportioned for trade and industrial training, and for home 
economics on the basis of a state's urban or city population. The 
Fess Amendment apportions money for home economics educa- 


atock to customers. If she becomes a senographer, she will have 
A ter sense of responsibility and be in better health, for she 
will know how to live, dress, and breathe. 

And when she finally gives up her business or industrial career 
to become a wife and mother, her early training in home economics 
will count more than all her business training. 

_ Federal support for home economics training means continua- 
tion schools and evening classes in all industrial centers. To 
these classes may come all young women who have been obliged 
to leave school at an early age to earn their living, also married 
women who have learned to their dismay that they are unequal to 
the exacting demands of home-making, In these special ¢ Se 
instruction will be given in every branch of the domestic arts, from 
baking bread to making hats, from the use of labor-saving devices 
to the budgeting of the family income. 

The girl who “just hates housework” will come to embrace it 
as an art worthy of her best efforts, and the young man with 
molerate income will take heart and go a-wooing.

HIEF among the requisites for keeping a firat job 
just lang enough to win promotion ia the coura 
to make mistakes, To most executives the timidly 
conaclentious subordinate, whe asks advice about the 
dotting of his i's and the creasing of his t's, is an ex- 
asperation. Business leaders we far more highly 
the man who is not afraid of responsibility, and who 
devides details without running into the private office 
for help.

From 
Loa Angeles, California, to Now London, 
Connecticut, in big cities and michibe-nizeed 
cities and little cities, all through the country, 
there are rupiaily apringing up great denvo- 
cratic groupes, culled women's city clubs, all 
with the common purpose of uniting women, 
nod in some ingstancea men ns well, in the 
service of the community. ; 

Take, for instance, the application of the 
new idea in Poughkerpaic, New York, Pough- 
keepaie ia not only a little cit ; it is a little Bast 
em city. And net only a little astern city, 
butt a little Eastern college city. Yet the Woman's Club of 
Poughkeepsie draws ita members from the social, profes- 
sional, and business groupe of the city alike, and, not patis- 
fied with that, & today directing an appeal to the fore- 
youen ahd workers in shope and factories to join tts rinks, 





The Poughkeepsie Club's Victory 


TS most important serndice whieh the club haa ren- 
dored the city grew out of a tra in ita own mem- 
bership: Shortly after its organization in October, 1914, 
there came the influenza epidemic. Within twenty-four 
hours the club had established a community kitchen and 
wad sending meals to the sick, Bouereeacy. howpitals 
were next founded, and in additiim the club members 
went into the stricken homes te render aid. Because of 
the unwhelesome hows ealitions, the life of one of 
the volunteer nurses, Mra. Nina McCulloch Mattern, 
was sacrificed. But the sacrificn was not in vain, Mrs, 
Mattern had talked early and late of the bad housing 
in Poughkeepsic, aad even word thut she had ever apeken 
cume back with poignant memories to her fellow members. 

Aga reault, they iret pledged their aid to a straggling 
social sebtlement—which is now Independent—and then 
they undertook a comprehensive housing investigation, 
Based on the information gained in this survey, they 
wrote a new housing code for the city, Lmmediately, 
landlords, owners of vacant property, bulldera, and even 
lalear unions, rox up ta tell the women the code could 
not be, They declared that business would be ruined 
and moe one would continue ta own property in Pough- 
keepsie if the code were pasaed. Eat the women pater 
vered until the common council puseerl the code. Tt has 
worked 20 well that the club is now frequently called into 
ronsultation by ether organizetions, and even by city 
officials to help plan municipal programa. 

The good citizenship of ita own members ia one of the 
prime objects of the club. Druring the first few weeks 
of ita Gxishence, it arra for & Serica of lectures on 
citizenship, following which each member constituted 
herself an information burenu te tell in speeches and con- 
versution a8 much ns peathle of what abe had learned. 
So successful was this work that during a civic election o 
few weeks later the “political ring’ publicly expressed 
the wish that the women had stayed at home 
where they belonged! io 

It is significant of the now spirit that the 
expenses of the club are met from the dics 
of the members. No more amateur plays, 
ne more donation supped, io More ruEnnn 
stiles for the typical club of today. A pell- 
respecting budget basis of dues, regularly and 
adequately meeting the club axpenses, us the 
only sound finanelal system, say the women, 

The Poughkeepsie club has five hundred 
and fifty members in three classes: active 
menbers, whe pay one dollara year; con- 
tributing members, whe pay ten dollara or 
qmoere a year, and tife members, who have | 
promised to pay fiity dollars a year for five : 
years. E " 

Summed up by its president, Professor 
Laura J. Wylie of Vassar College, the biggest 
lesson the club hag learned is that “there ig 
no royal road to good citizenship, and that {Sp 
in citizenship-educution, as in all things else, A 
perseverance must have her perfect work if - 
any good policy ia to prevail.” 
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begminings, and the working out of their problems moy prove 
helpful to women in other communities who wish to start similor 
organizations. “The surest way to make a club successful is to give it 
something definite to do, A playgrownd, o district nurse, o class in 
citizenship, improvement in garbage collection, a street repoved, a pork 
beautified—in fact, concrete achleverent in any form and on any 
scale—makea for come|nunity eplrit, and givea to a group a vitolity 
that con hardly exiet when the sole purpose of on organization is the 
enjoyment or aell-improvement of ita Individual members. That is 
why such live-wire clubs sa ere bere described are rapidly superaeding 
the old-fashioned “culture’ clube

Washington's Idea ig Democracy 


ie WAS Miss Mary (Toole, the first woman member of 
the beard of direetors of the Washington Chamber of 
Commerce and the first woman director of a Washington 
bank, the Citizens’ Savings Bank, who aceepted the re- 
sponsibility of getting the club started. 

In common with many other innovations, the idea met 
at firat with small response, The leisure women ha 
won their point as to wimission; but ne one had time or 
inclination to assume respunsibility for ouganteing. the 
club. Being a conscientious person, O'Toole 
called a meeting to secure her own release and the aban- 
doning of the plan. 

On the night of Tuesday, October Tth, 1915, she ro- 
mained late wt her desk and wrote out hane fifty 
merlices for a meeting two nights later. When the time 
for the meeting anived, there arrived, alsa, thirty-two 
out of the invitation list of fifty. One month later Misa 
O'Toole advance one thousand dollars for an option on 
a seventy-thousand=ollar elubhowe, The club, grown 
to one hundred and fifty members, confirmed her act, 
and within a fortnight expanded to two thousand one 
hundred and ten members, each of whom paid an initin- 
thon fee of ten dollars and annual dues of ten dollurs, 
mabe rosible 2 large first payment on the clubhouse, 
Miss O'Toole became the president of the chub,

Re Boston Woman's City Club, which has now 
reached the limit for ita resident membership, five 
thousand, and has a nonresident membership of betweon 
five and six hundred, grew from the idea of one woman, 
She interested two other women, each of whom asked ten 
more, The group increased from its start, in May, 1915, 
a0 that a series of publle dinners was possible during the 
next winter, By 19iba ee here wae deman ; 
and there was secured a delightful old house dating bark 
to L818 and representing in itself! the New England ideals, 
The four clubrooms, five dining-rooma, sixteen bedroom,

ateod about as much of the workings of the political me- 
chine as we did of Einstein's theory of relativity. We 
were told repeatedly that since we had the vote it was 
our duty to use it, and so become that elevating influence 
in polities which had been the chief argument in favor of 
the suffrage. — : 

Very well, if everyone took it for granted thot we 
would clean wp the political arena, the first question was, 
Haw? Nabody said anything to ws about that! Even 
the ladies in those earlier-lavored states seemed to think 
that this consisted merely in ain to questionable voting 
Places and casting a ballot, I asked a lady from Kaness 
to tell me her experience. She said she never paid any 
attention to party lines, but always voted for the best 
man. 

“You mean, I suppose, that you vote for that one of 
two opposing candidates whom you think the better 
man,” | perasted, “Or do ya manage to have a mun 
you brew bs goed, an the ticket?" 

She waa dublows. 

“Why, no, [just vote for whoever la on the ticket," 

“But guppose the best man is not on the ticket, what 
then?" What then, indeed! 

It was in this hazy state of mind that we began to study 
the workings of the political machine—not in books, but 
from personal experience. 


What Are the Rules of the Game? 


WE BEGAN by asking information regarding election 
laws, and discov that the average man did nat 
know much about them. If there waa one thing in the 
world we did expect men to know, it waa the mules of this 
supremely man’s game. When two local atborneya 
argued long ami heatedly aa to the proper method of 
voting a at ticket, and nobody seemed to know how the 
number of delegates to the district conventions was de 
termined; when men grown gray in the service of their 
party could not tell whether a county precinct committee 
man served twa yeare or four, then war faith in the infalli- 
bility of man in politics began ta weaken, ‘The election 
law of the state is set forth in a booklet diatributed Is 

the secretary of the state election board. It & anyone's 
for the agking, yet not one voter in a thowaand haa ever 
seen it. The rules regulating the internal working of the 
political machine are not set down in any book, and are 
aye to be learned by patient pl air questioni 

of these men who run the party and pull the wires behin 
the scenes. 

Election laws wary in different states: novertheles, 
elections the country over are near enough alike so that 
the following episodes will probably give a hint af what 
any woman in any state is likely te run inte when she 
really plays politica. 

At the beginning of the last campaign, the introduction 
af women inte the political contest made an entirely new 
class of voters, an untried fuctor big enough to be a» bal- 
ance of power, Se it became necessary to apdlly the 
rules by which the pome usually hes been played. i 
ably everyone is familiar with the first thstanee of this 
kind—namely, the appointment of eommitteewomen to 
parallel the men's organization. This was the quickest 
way of showing recognition ta the new voters. More 
aver, it soon became apparent that it took women to pet 
other women registered, 

Now, up to November 2d, the leaders in the organiza- 
tion of women had all they could do to get their women 
registered and then to see that they went to the polls. 
There woe little time to elueate them in party politics. 
The great rasa of women did not know that such a thing 
as a political machine existed. Hence, the average 
woman did not redlize that there was anything for her to 
do before the fall 
election.

The Bricks of the Whole Structure 


OW we are at the origin of things, For the precinct

fy oon first precinct meeting was announced to take 
place at T:30 eo. [went ta lt not knowing what to ex- 
pect. It was the tamest affair you con imagine. Of the 
thirty-ld people present nearly half were women. There 
wae even a fat baby asleep in a baby cab. Election of 
delegates wna unanimous. A few amiable speeches wore 
made, everybody shook hands with everybody else, and 
we all went home to pleasant dream. 

Two days later the county convention was held in our 
city convention hall. As one of the delegutes from my 
precinct, I met there with all the delegates. from the #h- 
tire county. Mr. Harweed warned me to come early. 
He sald that caucuses and conventions always were called 
to order promptly, and that one might as well not come 
at all as te come late. There was a mixed erawd, a very 
few women, several full-blood Indians, quite a number of 
negroes, one of the latter a woman. The delegations 
were sented in labeled sections, and the meeting came ta 
order in almost funereal silence, Nominations for a new 
chairman Wert made—one for the opposition, one for our 
side, ‘The voting was done by roll call of precincts, each 
precinet usually casting a eelid vole. The oppesition 
won by a amnall majority, and their chairman took charge 
of the meeting. 

“Tt ig all over now, We might aa well go hore." 
Whispered a colesague tome. Yet we stayed, and watched 
gloomily while the machine appointed a geile | oOri- 
mittee, which at once handed in a ready prepared list of 
delegates to the district and to the state convention, 
The contest was over, and we were beaten, By a 
majority, cantroal af the entire representation for the 
eounty had peed inte the hands of the machine, and we 
had no further volee in anything. It took me a day of 
bids realize the full extent af the calamity, Then I 
aaked: 

“Why is one faction allowed to choose all the dele 
gates? The minority ought to have some representa- 


tion,” 
"Oh, oo, that would interfere with party control,” 


Whe Selects the Candidates? 


RTY CONTROL! | 1 cannot for the mon, but T 

am morally certain that a lot of the waren are going 
to lose interest if they are railroaded like that. eati- 
mated that the percentage of voters who really had any 
voice in the selection of Presidential candidates was very 
small. Not more than ten per cent of the voters in our 
city attended the precinct caucuses when the delegates 
to the esunty conventions were chosen, At that con 


ventlon nearly half of these delegates, bring on ther losing 
side, were Iearred from the selection of delegates to the 
district convention, sa that the latter really represented 





a little more than half of ten per omnt of the 
‘es voters, Agnin a majority—not all—of this five 
per cent elected to the national convention the 
two delegates to which each district is entitled. 
Therefore, not more than three percent of the 
total number of voters had any voice in the 
choice of the Presidential cundidate, 

We must bear in mind, however, that such a 
state of affairs is your awn fault, beewuse you can gee 
that Hf all of us ha me to the precinet enucoses, that 
little handful of political beeen would not have had 
everything thelr own way, Se much for what hae been. 

We cannot help what is past, but we can have o differ. 
ent state of affaires in the future, Begin now to find out 
when tha next precinct caweuses will be held in your state, 
If its procedure is similar te that in Oklalomea, city com- 
mittermen will be chosen there to conduct the campaign 
for the election of city officers, in each city or town, 
local city or town committees are not as powerful as the 
eaunty central committer, which is made up of ecunty 

recinet comumnitteemen, yet the game person acts 


n both capacities. 

I wish abo to a word about the primaries. Before 
an election a candidate for each office must be selected to 
Tun on the party ticket. According to the law in many 
states this must be done by primary elections, where 
members of each party vote on the party nominations 
and determine which candidate shall be placed on the 
election Geket. 2 


First Find the Best Man! Then Vote for Him! 


HE main idea to keep in mind is that if you want good 

men on your ticket you must begin before the pri- 
mities or the conyentlon, as the cost may be, The 
proposition of voting for the best man is not es tapy as iL 
aeema. The kind af man we would like ta see in public 
office can often make more money and have lesa trouble 
minding his own affairs, while chronic office hunters ar 
apt to either inefficient or unacrupuleus, Of course, 
occasionally there can be found a raat for the place 
who is willing to serve for the public good. 

Another difficulty to be faced in making the ticket, 
especially in cities, lies in the fact that most—perhape all 

the candidates are strangers to you. All you can 
find out about them is whut they, or their friends who call 
on you ei hae support, say, and such evidence is apt to 
be onesided. Or perhaps an inefficient man in office isa 
prominent candidate for renomination, and you wish to 
replace him. What can you do about it? Nothing, afte 
the primarica. chia Aerie. before the primaries, This 
brings us back again to the precinct caweus. Let me im 
press upon you that while election day ia important, and 
primary day is more important, cawcus day is most im- 
portant of all, At each precinct caucus will be elected 
ane committeeman and one committeewoman, elected by 
ihe fe present, mind you, not by those absent, no mat- 
ter how good partisans they are or how much they shout 
about purllying polithes, 4 

These precinet committee men and woretn are all-im- 
portant because they form the county central committee, 
elect ita chairman, ita secretary, and pick ite executive 
eommittee, Algo, thoae same caucnees elect delegnie 
that finally reault in the selection of the state committe: 
and in the nomination of Presidential candidates. 

The pes caucas is positi the fountain bead 
from which comes not only the kind of a county commit- 
tevmuon, state committerman, and national committe: 
man & party has, but also its nominee for President and 
Vice President, Tt is to this caucus that every woman 
must be taught te go promptly—on time, If it is really 
our desire to make our polities clean and decent, 
our fret duty ia te see that the right kind of eundidate 
rub for the nomination. We must endeavor by every 
honornbl: means to nominate a ticket composed of clean, 
high-standing men and women. Between now and next 
caucus day we must eduente the great masa of the indil- 
ferent, We have = tremendous task before us, The frowls 
does mol lie eciik those who come fo ike meetings; if fie 
wilh those whe slay af home, who think they are doing their 
whole duty te their party if they po toe the polls on elec- 
tion day and vote whatever ballot is thrust into their 
hands. Organization is the controlling power in politic:

WOMAN'S HOME COMPANION

For fall transplanting

ECAUSE evergreens are leas common 
than deciduous vegetation, the gen- 
eral ideas regarding them are ¥. 
—80 Vague, aaa matter of fact, that 
we find the majority of persons 

lumping all coniferous trees under the one 
generic head of “pines,” wholly indifferent 
to the fact that they may be looking straight 
ata hemlock oro spruce as they epeak! 
There are three distinct types of ever- 


Erten: 

Pity Tortas free, of which the pine, the hem- 
lock, the apruce, the fir and the cedar are 
exirnples. 

The lesser frees of restricied growth, resulting 
in all but a few instances from forma rising tn 
cultivation, such asthe well-known erborvitae, ; 

The shrubs, of a totally different order of vegetation 
batnnically, such me the holly, the laurel, the rhododen- 
dron, with (eaves that are broad and similar to the leaves 
of dectducus plants, ao that thia group is referred to gen- 
erally as broad-(eared evergreens. 

Perhape the moat striking thing about every member 
of the first and second groups ia a certain upstanding and 
piraaa tere individuality, so marked that every en 
fairly bristles with it, As an instance of what I mean, 
compare the effect of a maple, » linden, und a beech or an 
oak growing ina p together with the elect of a bem- 
lack, a pine at au Gr tree similarly associated. The 
trees in the fret group will present individual differences 
whith even a casual Observer may detect, of course, if his 
attention is directed to them, and he is asked te note if 
there are differences; but they will, on the other hand, 
form a mass of graciously intermingling foliage thut loses 
individuality as tt merges, and as each tre: accom 
dates ita branches and growth to its se MCAnONN: 

But the trio of evergreens af different kinds will forever 
be three distinct trees, each fighting for ite own life and 
for advantage over tta fellows. As faras they may be 
seen, the fir, drawn up severely at attention, stern and 
repressed, will bristle aggressively; the pine wil] reach ay 
and out over the others’ heads to push weny from itse 
all intrusive growth; and the hemlock will contrast with 
both a certain unctuous graven that ts associated with the 
conviction of superiority. Never will ney agree to the 
fellowship forced upon them, and come down off their 
high horus to be friendly and make the best of it. They 
are of the old<-chool aristocrats, unyielding, disdaining 
all but thelr own kKind—anything in the world but pood 
mixers, in other words. 


PURSUE the above thought one step further is to 

arrive at the most importunt principle te be applied 

in using t particular evergreens the conifers— 

namely, poor mixers must invariably be entertained with 

special consideration aad with due regard to their indi- 
vidual traita and pecullarities. 

The indilaeriminate assembling of small coniferous ever- 
greens at the base of buildings or in groups anywhere, 
under the mistaken idea thot they are shrubbery, is the 
most pernicious form of that thoughtlesness in which so 
much of the average garden work is carried on. For here 
not only is no consideration whatsoever given the planta’ 
individuality, and nea attention paid to this primary need 
af conciliation, bwt rather is the opposite extreme of 
calles dis reached. One gees every form of con- 
ifer, from the delicate spire of the Irish juniper to the 
most obese little globes of arborvite, and every color, 
from the silver te the gold and the blue, imprisoned

within the confines of a marrow strip beside 
4 building. And there they stand, each wn- 
happy and alone and utterly incapable of 
uniting with its neighbors to produce that 
graceful mass into which it seems that all 
other forms of vegetation muke-haste to join. 
It is natural and proper that winter 
of green should be desired—that bare foun- 
dations, for example, should be avoided at 
this senson quite as much ain summer, It 
is further highly desirable that the bird 
shelter which such closegrowing and re 
distant little trees as the arborvite and the 
juni offer should be provided. 80a it 
would be worse than futile to condemn this 
too common use of coniferous mixtures if 
there were nothing else available in their

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The Voice of the People 


HEN President Harding called a World Conference 

on the limitation of armament, a wave of thanks- 

giving awept over the country. Thousands of 

women looked at their children and their grand- 
children through a mist of happy tears. Other women, who 
had been appealing to the Chief Executive of the Nation and 
its law-makers to take steps toward world disarmament, 
changed their pleas to letters of congratulation and apprecia- 
tion. ‘There was a general feeling that at last the voice of the 
people had been heard in Washington. 

The voice of the people, powerful enough to coalesee the 
vague desire of a war-weary world inte a conference on disarma- 
ment, is strong enough for other things likewise. Nearer at 
hand than the proposed conference is the welfare program 
endorsed by President Harding in his first Message to Congress 
and supported by practically every organization of women in 
the coun oe 

The Sheppard-Towner Maternity and Infant Welfare Bill, 
and the various educational measures, including the Fess Home 
Economics Gill, had not been passed as this magazine went to 
press. They still ery out for our urgent attention. The ques- 
tion of disarmament is now in the hands of the world powers, 
with world sentiment fichting for it. You have done your part 
toward bringing about this result. You can do the same for the 
Federal welfare measures, Which will mean better opportunities 
for your children and for their children after them. These bills 
are at this writing still being bandied about by committees and 
unprogressive politicians in Washington. 

If you believe in them, urge your friends and neighbors to 
read them. Talk about them at chureh and club gatherings. 
Then direet a thoroughly organized flood of local sentiment 
toward your representatives in Washington. It is going to take 
work, and more work, to get these welfare measures past unpro- 
pressive, narrow-minded committees and law-makers. If you 
want more information about the bills write to Mrs. Richard- 
son, director of the COMPANION’S Good Citizenship Bureau, and 
she will send you full details. 

The movement against disarmament is now, for the time 
being, out of our hands and in the hands of Mr. Harding's world 
conference. The bills that will better conditions in American 
homes and sehools are distinctly in our hands, and will be 
passed if we make our wishes known to Congress. 


More Ivy Plants for Gold Star Mothers 


MN JULY there was printed on this page a paragraph telling 
| of how Mrs. Frank A. Vanderlip had, just after the signing 

of the Armistice, found a strugeling ivy vine amid the deso- 
lation of the Arconne battlefield in France. The paragraph 
went on to relate how she managed to bring part of the vine 
home; of how it had grown most luxuriantly, and that there 
were then some hundreds of little rooted ivy plants, one of 
which Mrs. Vanderlip would be glad to ned to any mother 
who had lost a son in the war. Up to August Ist more than 
four hundred mothers had asked for these little plants, and 
been supplied. There were letters from every state in the 
Unian. 

A reading of these letters has been a most touching experi- 
ence, and has brought a realization of the consequences of war 
which the dispatehes from the front never did. Just what to 
call the little ivies seemed often puzzling, and the request might 
be for a sprig, plant, cutting, slip, bud, set, sprout, start, root, 
or shoot; but what matter?—it was to “Plant on my dear boy's 
grave: or, “With the hope that it will climb up to the window 
of the littl: room where my baby slept so few years ago. He 
was seventeen when he enlisted.” 

Perhaps there is no one thing in the letters more noticeable 
than the youth of those who have gone: “hiv boy was eight- 
een,” the mother writes, or “twenty,” or “twenty-two"— there 
can be no quarrel with the use of the word “boy.” There is 
another term often used which tells this even more simply:

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“My child;" or, ‘He was our only child;" and, “He seemed so 
young to me, not yet nineteen, killed in action, October, 1918." 
And the brave attempt, old as sorrow itseli—which is the oldest 
thing in the world—somehow to connect everything with the 
one who is gone: "I think this piece, perhaps, may have come 
from the vine my boy may have seen there in the Argonne the 
morning he was killed.” 

The young ivy plants seem to have been good travelers, 
“It was hardly wilted’ came from as far away as Mississippi. 
“The sprout seems to be doing fine,” writes another. And 
this, breathing enthusiasm and true optimism: “It is growin 
nicely; had another leaf before a week.” And here is a bit o 
truth: “I am sure it will respond to affection. Flowers and 
plants know the touch of love quite as well as humans,” 

A pleasant thought cropping out in many letters is well 
expressed by one mother when she says: “And when the ivy 
grows | will give slips to other Gold Star mothers, the same as 
you have done.” In the meantime, Mra. Vanderlip, whose 
“thoughtfulness, sweetness, and kindness” is mentioned in 
almost every letter, has more baby ivy plants and she will gladly 
send them ta thase mothers who ask.

College and the Writer 


N idea occasionally gets struck off like a new coin, becomes 
al Rare of the weneral mental currency in circulation, and 
is handed out with the other small change whenever the 

occasion offers. One such worn copper is the idea that a col- 
lewe education is the worst possible process for the creative 
imagination, the theory being that it grinds down its victims 
until they are az alike as peas in a pod, with all the little bumps 
and hollows of originality smoothed away. 

The thinker who floated that issue did not take inte account 
the fact that if thoge four most important years are not spent in 
college, they are going to be spent somewhere else, living at 
home or working for a living being the usual alternatives; and 
that the home and the job will do just what ecolleze does— 
change the youth into the adult and so put out the magic lights 
of childhood. ‘Take any chance group of a dozen children: the 
gum of their combined imaginations would keep a fiction writer 
going all his days. Out of a childhood peopled with imaginary 
playmates, 50 rich in fancies that it remains a family legend, 
can emerge a citizen of unblemished stodginess, And it is pre- 
eisely the power to survive these years of transition that marks 
the artist's palette from the rainbow of the child. 

Thia is not to insist that evervone should go to college. | 
should be inclined to feed a talent and starve a genius—to give 
talent. the multitudinous experiences and opportunities of col- 
lege life, knowing that talent must experience before it can 
express; and to carry off a faming genius to the wilderness, be- 
lieving that by suffering and longing it would find the way to its 
inner self, where the treasure lay. But genius like that is so 
rare that we scarcely plan for it, while for the mfted young per- 
son education means only ennichment. 

To my own work asa writer, the four vears spent at Vassar 
made both a direct and an indirect contribution. The direct 
was, of course, the living in and with the affairs of the mine, 
being held to them at a time when brimming vitality would ao 
gavly have thrown them over.

Lat her register with the party of her chotce ane 
begin work with the district, the ward, the preainet, or 
the village or community, where she lives and knows the 
condithons. It is an excellent idea for the women of each 
community to organize political study clube, and thos 
familinrize themselves with problema and metheds. 

“An wom, to be efective, must be formed inte divi- 
sions, battalions, regiments, companies, platoons, squads, 
A political party is organized similarly, and noe women 
should be ashanved to be a private in it, functioning di- 
rectly through the squad tu which she is assigned. We 
need privates, millions of them, to do the work of the 
State. We cannot have a party organization like the 
proverbial South American anmy—all gold-lace generals, 

“There should, however, be some worten wfieera—and 
there will be, bar owns for community administration, 
Somebody asked me if 1 thought women should ask men 
for offices, I think women should fate offiers—uand

The ‘Neglected Years from ‘Two to Six 


Ftow mothers can solve the problem of the under-weight pre-school child 









HE age jroo fue to mir aa ie ieoat me 
Weefed period ia the life the ehalal 
The knowledge of infant feeding and 
hygiene has become so wideapresd 
. Ehat children in all circumstances 
of life now receive intelligent care ourins 
infaney. There is the trained nurse to wie 
vise and instruct the mother at the time of 
birth, and the apecialist to be ooeulted 
father at the clinic or in private pructicn, 
This special cant repreacnis the grewtest 
aivance of recent years in the science of 
medicine, and it is redectel in a steadily 
diminishing infant death rate. Even in po 
large a city as New York, the work his beon 
ok thorcaughly eatiblished that infant mor= 
tality ia lower there than in the rest of the 
state. This same close attention to the 
health of the child is needed throughout his 
entire growing Period.

| Peter spout infancy, however, menus- 
ured feeding is gradually discontinued, 
and then iso tendency to break away from 
the program so caretull planned for every 
hour of the day. Ey the time the child is 
two or three years old he ip usually allowed 
to chonen his oon food, both as te kind and 
quantity, and his activities ane regulated by 
hia whim er the convenience of older members of the 
family. Ag a consequence, faulty food and health 
habite are formed, with reaalting injury to health, Tarr 
little attention wt this time is paid to the mutter of 
sleep. Physical defecta are often neglected, in the belief 
that the child will autgrow them, or that he ia tee young 
to be ara upon, 

Yet these are critics] years in the matter of health, as a 
glance at the mirtality statistics will show, Ninety per 
cenbol Cheeses of meslesand whooping cough oceurunder 
the age of five, ae well as more than ninety-ive per cent 
of the deathe caused by these diterners, Almost the sume 
ip tree of diphtheria and seurlet fewer, Obeer fifty thou. 
samt children succumb te these disenees euch year in 
America, and seventy per cent of them die before they 
reach the age of five. we fourth of all deaths arcur efore 
ihe ead of Uke tA year, or saz fines aa many ae im for perl 
tem wears af fife, : 
ity bs due to lesened resetanre, enuserd bey [caer nitrites, 
so that the child rewilily succumha ta theae allections or 
te complications that could have heen avoided by proper 
attention to his physical condition, 

» Moreover, it is not merely the actunl death rate af this 
peried that is te be seriqusly considered, but the cornapll- 
cations and after-effects in those who survive the diseases 
of childhood. Im the case-histories of children trented 
for malnutrition, the souree af this condition is trecei 
aver and over aenin toon altack of mewsles or whoo ing 
cough, Other disease to which the preachool child ia 
subject are otitia, tonsilitia, bronehitia, ond pmewmonia, 
Since the malnourthed child is especially suserptible to 
these and other infections, it is particularhy omportant to 
FusTd against onder-weight during the years when one 
Engrs deeiset in moat prevalent. hese infeetiona 
wilh thelr complications mot only lower the resistance of 
the child, but retard his growth in both weight and height. 


The Five Chief Causes of Malnutrition 


W CONSIDERING the five chief causes of malnutri- 

tion aa they affect the preaches] child, the prevalence 
ol physical defects is art a6 great among children be 
beeen two and six years oli as in anv other age Troup. 
This ia eo fact of great sientheance, ws le alec the high prer- 
centage of nasoe-pharyngeal obstruction, which iy the 
moet frequent single cause of malnutrition, Although 
the tonsils do not usually become diseased before the age 
of five, adenoid tissue is more liable to use obelmaiction 
while the nasal eavities are small, This mechanical inter. 
ference with breathing leads to conmpestion in the naso- 
pharynx, which ia another step toward infection. Many 
young children have almost constant nasepharyngite 
—the anecalbed “colds.” [Dt woof the Breese imporiunes: 
that auch ohetruction be renoved before the sinuses ane 
larcely involved, of before the chile becomes infected 
with any of the contagious diseases, 

Tt is to be remembered that the position, aa well as the 
eiat anal gmunt af adeno tissue, is of impertuner in 
enusing thetruction., On this account the removul of a 
woall adenoid may give as creat relief aa the removal of a 
larper mass of diseased tissue located on the side walls of 
the phannsz. 

In w stocdy made of the neg defects found im six 
huredred and twa children, ahout one third were six yenre 
af ame and under, “This preschool group showed proc: 
tically the same average number of defects of alll kines aa 
appeared in the children of school age, while the average 
of obetructions to breathing waa even larger than that 
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foun in the alder group, This fact ia significant. 
Lack wf home control ip second among the quae of 
malnutrithon with alder children, lout it isa bese important 
factor in this group because the proilem of control is 
simpler during this early period than with the child ol 
schoolage. This is partly dur te the saturn] dependence 
of the chile an the mother, and te ber Telatively greater 
pliyslenl authority. 1 is also ewsier to continue or regain 
the tirm contre) established during infuney than to begin 
anew after the iay or girl has been independent for a 
longer period, But this is the age at which many 
mothers, throngh curcleanesas or neglect, lose control 
over their children aa well os that thorough upclerstanal- 
ng ot their physteal condition which is Geential to good 
Palehy. 
Oover-fatique ia, however, amore frequent cause of mab 
Autrition with the younger child, aod isa source of greater

Where the malnourished child is net given such care 
during the preachool period, the added strain of schoo! 
life makes it increasingly difficult to regain the ground 
lost, ned he risks the danger of falling further ao Farther 
below his normal standard of growth and health, The 
tuberin ven percentage of malnutrition found up througt 
the various school grades indicates that this retardatio: 
in growth tends te continue, nnd thet uch children maj 
retain stunted thremghout their Hares,

Some ‘Things “You Can ‘Do 


For the sick soldier— and some things you should not do 


YT lover of the aea knows 
the joy of the incoming 
lode, 
gins to frechen, the waves # 
to Nipple and hurry, and at 
lat ihe breakers te reli in 
with their gloriow: crash! 
But what of the outgoing thie? That 

= =]! means only a withdrawal of action, 
quietness, induces andy lethargy. 

When our soldiers went bo France not a community 
hut felt ile duty toward them. In every church ond 
arhoanthouse women rolled bamduages; mo harbet wane bow 
amid for tte little railway canteen with its comforting 
rofiee and sandwirhes, [mn cities women drove ume 
latices, anil lucky girls went to France, The tube was 
rushing: in, 

When the wounded men haya te come lame, what 2 
glorious wave of enthusiaan welowmed them! How we 
ahieck out our Maga, and made speeclies, how we crowed 
te the loapitals and wept aver the maimed and. blinded 
boyve, ail with what devetion we vowed them lifelang 
remembrance, And we meant it all. For months, per- 
hapa fora full year or more, everylaely waa interested in 
these wounded soldiers, and gave enterlainments for 
them, ¥isited them, took them Rowers, and gave their 
services as wluntieer workers for them, And them slow- 
ly... slowly... slowly... the Giele ebkesl. 

There is sturcely a farge city towduy without [ta hos 
pital for the wounded, aither in the ec ty itself, or in the 
vicinity, and there are many in the country, some even in 
remote places. There are still thowsanda of men in these 
hospitals, some who have been ill ever since they were 
first wounded, now three years ago, and many others 
whe came home with what a alight injuries, who 
were diachm after only a few weeks or months in the 
hospital, and are back again; and, perhaps worst of all, 
many, very many, who are saffering fram tuberculosis 
from the poisonous in the war, 

The operations still go on today, exactly as they did 
bwe yeu, thnee years The bones injured by ahrap- 
nel continue te die, and must be removed: a man often 








has had ten, fifteen, operations and now must undergo 
amputation of his leg or arm; some have “trench fiet; 
many have rheumatism and heart disease from exposure 


and overexertion: some lie in cesta with broken bocks and 
fractured skulls, F 
If only the number of these men were growin bess, it 


would be an casler thing for the community to face the 
farts; but the Government tells us that the contrary is 
true, that the number of thee in the hexpitals will in- 
crease steadily. To-day more than a thousand soldier 
return each month, and will continue to return in possitey 
Larger numbers for eight or ten yeara . Convalescent 
homes are being eatublished, mew hospitals built, old ates 
reapened, as the necessity is forced upon us, Yet how 
few of ux renlize this!) How little we realize the sadness 
of the men who, heme from the wer, and settled down, 
new have to begin all aver again: Hock in the hospital 
cnet mare, the old ability te bear what seemed onky a 
temporary trouble has to become the grim endurance of 
uncertainty. 


Hare We Forgotten Our Job? 


FRAT job of ours, the job of the individual and of the 

community, which we women assumed av gladly three 
yours ago, what have we dene with it? Shifted it to 
others” shoulders? Forgetten it? 

The wark fer the wounded and sick men te-day is on 
much the sane lines aa when they frst came home. True, 
after the Armistice, rolling of bandages, canteen work 
and driving of ambulances died out. These things were 
no longer needed. But hospital work has remained the 
same, Voluntesr ward workers still give their services 
daily, and the Red Croas has offices te help men pet thelr 
compenstion, arrange for vyorntional training, and all 
other needs. ‘The military ospect of the work has 
changed, however, ahd hiaapitauls bear the title of Public 
Health, rather than the numbers weed in war times. 

This job of helving the sick and wounded soldiers is 
oie that any woman can have a ahare in, wherever she 
lives, and however busy or inexperienced, for the avenues 
af help are number|ess, 

The woman on a form may write ta the Red Cress ond 
aay that she will send regularly onen a week to the nearest 
heeplial or convalescent heme so mary fresh , OF eo 
much cream; or ske may send without such a promise, if 
that is easier for her: honey, preservea and jellies, little 
pillows made from her own farm feathers; all these things 
will be welcome. 

Or, the woman ons farm may do somethin perhaps 
hetter still: ahe may go hersell with cfodentiak to the 
Hel Cross und explain that she con take one or two 
soldiers, and give them oa menth of plain, cheerful farm 
life, How many country beys whe have been ba a city

The woman in a village can visit the nearest hospital 
and find there some specal boy who needa what she can 
give him. Human nature being what it da, she will prob- 
ably want an attractive fellow, one with a record of 
heroism, ane who is pood-iocking and well-mannered, 
and ali that, But if she is the right sort of woman she 
will choose, instead of this delightful boy, one who is 
thin, tired, foreign perhaps, with little thut otiracts her 
but hie need. This boy she con take driving in summer 
time; she can invile dim te her horn, going for kim and 
tuking hin back: she can make him so Welewmne to what- 
ever she has that he will begin to grow better with every 
visit, That's a worth-while job for anyone with a real 
thisire to de hor bit. 


If You Lave in a Boarding House 


‘THE single worn of middle age whe lives wlone ond 
thinks she is not fitted te do anything for soldiers may 
have an pees lea gift to take them, She may play 
chess, or checkers; there are always some sick men who 
love these games ond have no opportunity ta play them. 
Or, she may speak some foreign language, which will give 

the warmest sort of welcome from many an [talian 
or Polish boy when sho comes, to let him talk to her in 
the home tongue. 

Sometimes a wornan has the gift af reading aloud, and 
the sense to know what te read: the two by no means go 
together. Such a woman ean find all she can do in o 
hoapitel for the boys with eye troulle ar for those in 
casts, or even boys who are simply bored, lying still. 

Too many of those whe wish to read to the sick aol- 
diers, however, hive some favorite line of their own. “I 
am a professional reader,” anid an attractive woman one 
visiting day; “I will recite for you.’ So she guve a se- 
leetlon from Browning, a few verses from Swinburne, a 
bit of prose from a nature whiter on next-buileling, and 
closed with a part of Lincoln's speech at Gettysburg. 
Bhe could not understand why ahe waa hot asked to re 
peat her visit to the ward. Boys do not wish to hear 
anything aad, or sentimental; no love scenes are accept- 
able, leawiyer good; they seldom care for history or bing- 
raphy; mot often far poetry, They love, however 
stories of adventure, or mystery, anything to “pass the 
time," as they aay. Stevenson is gonl, and Conan Doyle, 
and such poetry as Kipling’s "Gungu Din,” and t 
“Rhymes. of a Crea Man." One who in going ta 
read ta soldiers must give them not what she ons ut 
what they like, 

The woman who is too busy to do more than one thing 
for the boys can don great service by sending in as ep 
larly ae possible, a jar of strong, nourishing soup. ‘i 
ahould go to the head nurse, who will see that only the 
very neediest bos get it, Recenthy a soldier was ao ex- 
hausted after a severe operation that all that kept him 
alive was a dally gift of such soup, He refused all other 
ford, and teak the: only because the nurse assured him 
that Mra. Blank, whom he knew, had sent it, and would 
be hurt if he did not take it: he did net want te eat, it, 
but he did; and he pulled through. 

Women who have automobiles can alwaya doa kind- 
ness by lending them to the hospital one or two after- 
noon a week, even if they cannot go themselves with the 

tienta: but of course a drive with somebody who is 
intereating and interested counts for mans, 


Toke Him to the Movies 


HEN there are all the entertainments which city 
women, and city men as well, can invite boys to at- 
tend: concerts, theatres, moving pictures, lectures, fitting 
the form of amusement to the individual boy, And there 
is the family meal; that means much to one who has net 
been in a hame for monthe—many marth, perhaps; 
anybody can tuke a convalescent boy hore to a cony 
dinner ahd. let nin pu hie lame leg up on the aofa amd 
talk, and smoke, and get away from the ward atmosphere 
for a time. 
There are plenty of girla who can entertain in a hoe 
pital, and they can bring their men friends with them ta 
ip: vaudeville sketches, amateur thenatriculs, fancy 
dancing, minstrel shows, popular comeerts in which the 
audience is invited to join in the choruses, all these are 
excellent, 
A busy man who sang in a church choir on Sundaya 
sometimes gave the utmost pleasure to the men who were 
eed patlenta ley coming to a hoepital and singing in the 


cormiders on each floor, so all eculd hear, 
And no one whe ever heard Christmas carols 
sung in the dusk of the evening by a city chelr 
outside the wards, can ever forget the bovel:- 
ness of that service, 

There ig a line of paid work whieh fa in- 
valuable in o hospital, that of occupational 
therapy, teaching the patients to do all sorts 
of hand work: wood carving, basket making, bead work 
und beather work. 

This work is done by young women; it requires o 

lar exure of instruction, bul it is worth while taking 
it, for the value of the bewons is infinine. Pt not ony 
shortens Jong howra, but it takes the mind of the sick 
man off his troubles unc pains und helpe hie get well. 
Women who ure clever ut getting up sales can help thee 
men sell the wood curving and bead work they have made 
in the heepital, 

One is often otked what o volunteer worker does in u 
howpital, ane that is @ question not po emsily answered, 
for she does mueh that is newer schecigled, First of all, 
dhe must be a strong, capable woman, of good common 
senee amd judgment, disereet, tartful, spontanecisly 
cheerful, with a sense of humer which never wears cul. 
She must give ot lenst three days a week to her job, cortt- 
ing promplly each morning, She carries the hospital 
Red (Cross supplies to each patient, giving him levter 
paper, tobaeco, a tooth brush, or a handkerchief, or a 
eweater, or Whatever he needa, Then ahe writes letters 
for him if he is not able to write for himself, tella hin 
anything he wishes te knew—from how to get his com- 

nantian to how to anawer a love letter, and in genera! 

In toueh with hie hore, his me difficulties, his 
health, his future, She is, in brief, his friend. The 
service given by the volunteer worker is not an easy one, 
but ft is the most delightful that can be rendered, The 
close dequaintance with the individual boy, the affection 
ane grows to feel for him, the dear affection she receives 
from him, the gratitude given oo abundantly for so little 
—this i the beat reward one could ask,

dl 1 by the authorities; what stories could be tald 
of well-meaning, unwise, eympathetle, amusing visitors! 
Why the Atnerican soldier is supposed constantly to 
crave chocolate layer-cake and homemade fudge is some- 
thing no one knows; but almost all visitors accept it as 2 
fact that he does and supply his wants with appalling 
lavishness, Why do they not remember what well boys 
like—apiry, sale cookies, and freshly popped corn, and 
nut meats, and stuffed dates, and oranges, end raisin 
cake? And why, why, do they not remember that not 
all aick boys may have goodies at all? One visitor re 
cently waa discovered handing out one hundred little 
roknice nee in the hospital wards where many boys were 
very fl. “Have you asked the nurse about tempera- 
tures?” inquired a worker, “(Jh, no! IT am giving to 
all alike!” said the visitor eemplocently, 

But tho recklessness of visitors is not confined to food: 
they give sympathy in the same fashion, and sympathy 
is something the average soldier dreads and resents, 
“Don't you call me a poor thing!" muttered a boy with a 
chat on his leg and a head in bandages, Jonicings aggrieved. 
Another just coming out of ether, aubmitted to having 
his forehead etroked one entire afternoon, too weak to 

his feelings, “Who was that fool?" inquired bis 
neighbor later on. “Tl maver saw her before, and J hope 
to heaven Dll never eee her agai,” suid the sufferer, prull- 
ing the blankets over hia head ta shut out the jecrs of the 
ather boys in the ward, 

Such visits doo boy nogood. Instead, he wants to be 
ehoered up with the caller's interest, with a story, 
something to eat, something worth-while to think about 
when she hea gone, An emount of tact almost more 
than human, and a fund of geavine guyety are both mer- 
essary ina hoepital visitor who wants to be popular with 
the men. They do not aak for sentiment, they want 
friendship, : ; 

The job of coring for the sick and wounded soldiers 
to-day calls for the seeing eye and the understanding 
heart. Becaie: a worker is cheerful never means she 
doe not feel deeply the pain, the disappointment, the 
sorrow of things as they are, Hut she sees the other side 
as Well, the marvelous patbence of the men, their courage, 
their unselfishness, their dignity, The great work lad 
on this generation is one not to be borne by us lightly and 
indifferently, but with # steadfaat determination to Lift, 
as fares may be, the heavy burdens borne ao cheerfully 


by the in the hospitals. How they receive what one 
tries to for them——with such touching gratitude os 
bring tears when one rermembers!

The onedish 
meal ts odmirably suited to ironing day—it 
hos oo worthy competitors, Lf the food ia 
placed in the fireless cooker of in o cose 
role, it covks while the housekeeper irons. 


A Mew Wrinkle for Avoiding Wrinkles 


VOIDING wrinkles is one method of 

reducing the todl of ironing. Once 

you acquire the bobit of folding the clothes 

neatly in the basket, when taking the 

from the line, inatead of piling them ii a 
haphazard way, vou de pot break it. 

Alter o garment ia sprinkled with mulffi- 
cent water to dampen it evenly, it ia polled 
in élapo, turned right side out, if necesony, 
anid rolled tightly These rolla are ploced 
in the clothes basket and covered with a 
denn cloth to prevent the outer portions 
froam diving. 

Unless sultry weather makes tho danger 
wt mildew great, [ find it economical of 
Hime and strength to dampen the clothes in 
the evening aod fet them stand overmight 
before ironing. This olso givea the miois- 
tute on apportunity to become distributed 
evenly. In many coses good rosulte are 
obtained by sprinkling the elothes one-kalf 
hour before ironing, provided warm woter 
is udesd, 

Just how you sprinkle the water ia o 
matter of bitth: importance: the main thing 
ia te apply it evenly over the entire surtuce. 
7 have o emall whisk broom, which [ dip in 
the water aod shake above the olotles, 
dampening them in thia way: many weer 
use bottles with perforated lids while others 
hove large the Bour or salt cons for this 
pore. 

Linens iron noost beoutifully when they 
are very damp, consequently more water is 
sprinkled on them than on cottons, Flan- 
nels ore wot dampened, sao rule, dince thay 
may be ironed with beat roaulta whom dry. 
Tseldean allow woels ane alka, exerpt pon 
gee, to dry completely before ironing, for 
the wrinklea which 
dey in woal are ce. 
tremely dificult to 
remare, anal sprimik: 
ling ia likely to spot 
Hille, JPongee sheruiad 
be ironed wher diy. 

Theeslored clothes 
that fade, [ do moar 
dampon any length 
al time before iron- 
ing. Uf itis possilile 
to take them from 
the ne before they 
ire completely dry 
and iron them at 
onen, this is the bead

treatment. When there 
is not ao opportunity 
to give them alteotion 
on Waals dav, [let them dry, and theo 
about twenty minutes before thie for iren- 
ing Toml them in o cloth which hos been 
domprned thoroughly in lukewarm water. 

When ironing, the werker should be aa 
comyorioite os possthle, There is oo logical 
reason why she should not be seated on o 
high auool, 

The lronlng board is also of great inpeer 
tanen On making the work leas diffeult. 
First of all, it should bave a fine fousdotion 
and oot wobble uoder the preamire of the 
iron. Jf should ofeo be dhe proper Aesghi fer 
fhe person iroming., [if coo low, it caused & 
strain on the maseles of the back, reultinag 
In nn riadeanery fatigue ond backache: if tien 
high, the mseles of the shoulders nnd Arne 
are overtaxed. The height of the ironing 
board depends on the height of the worker 
and the length of ber arma, Forsons from 
five fect and six inches to ive feet and seven 


‘foches tall wewally pequire ag droning sir- 


face from thirty-one ta thirty-two inches 
from the floor, Ordinarily, the odjustabte 
ironing board is the best purchases, move it 
con be noude to fit most women's needa 

At least two thickmesees are easential for 
covering the ironing boord, and more may 
give bebier resulia, depending on the weight 
af the materials, J have two lnyers of an 
old eotton blanket directly over my board. 
and thes on tap of these is one thickness af 
shecting. When oew materials are pour: 
chased for this purpose, three layers of out- 
ing fonnel of two of silence cloth, table 
padding, may be substituted for the 
blanket, and a atrip of uobleschecd enuslin. 
hemmed at both ends onl fastened on with 
tapos, or o draw string, may inke the place 
af the shooting.

LEEVE boards may of may not be wed: 
I consider mint o paying investment,

Many kinds of trons moy be weed. Those 
which heat themsdrcs by electricity, gnac- 
lene, gus, alcohol, of keroeene save Labor, 
Since stepa to the fiove for m bot inom are 
avoided. Merciver, they make the work 
mors confortable in warm weather, because 
they do not beat the room of the han.

Trend heated by alechol, kerosene, 
eeanlone, or gia may be used with 
eatery, Wop wee ordinary cane in 
handling them: ond this is tnrgely a 
matter of avoiding drifts that mony 
blew ithe Aame. 

Fintirana are inexpensive ond, if 
kept free [rom Pusat, aro saciedocbery. 
Of eoupac they make ironing more tins 
aod, iecainee they must be eared 
lsotewoen the ironing board and the 
stove. ‘These irons may be purchased 
in different weights; how weighing six 
pounds ore beat for general purpoeee; o 
somewhst heavier one, perhaps on cinhi- 
pound fron, is better for pressing purposes, 
while the fourspound one ie fret right for 
delicate (nbrica ond baby clothes. Floating 
irona are belphul io burying ower the muffics, 
and for pin tucks om sheer materiols, the 
doll iron is mot te be overlooked. 

AQ trome whould be hep! clean. Lf starch 
sticks, it can be seraped of with » «dull 
knife: [t eam, to o ecertoin ixtent, be pro 
vented from aticking by mibing the beated 
fron orasionally over a emall bag of paral: 
fin or wax. I have a amall piece of fine 
sandpaper tacked to on0 ond of my ironing 
board, over which I pass the iron quite 
frequently, to keep it amooth. When bron 
become rusty, they may be rubbed with 
vaieling or lard. 


Tricka of the Trade 


F THE clothes are to hore finiel. the 

kind that repela soil, He irom uead on thea 
showid be Ae, Whenitis net warm eaough, 
yellaw rust stains are formed. These moy 
be removed by washing thn stained places 
in clear water, bul the garment shoukl be 
partly dried before boing roiroomd, ‘Teo 
eom irons oleo cause starch to atick, When 
the iron is tee hot, of course bt porches the 
fabric. Blight seorches on cotton and linen 
are taken out by dampening the stain in 
water and placing outdoors in the sun and 
witel, Uf this treatment foils, white linens 
and cations may be dipped in o solotien of 
hydrogen porcside to which o few drape of 
household somone hove been added. 
When the stain ia gone, the garment is 
rinsed through several waters. 

Srorold wool anal elk are ruined, far the 
aninval Gbers are deatroyed by intense birwt. 
itis the best policy to use only a menterately 
worm tron for theee inbrics. 

Porhans the beat way to bron dete take long 
and rapid stroker with o bot iron—at Ienst 
to iron a8 large o surface ns possible with 
every stroke, Other things which give 
good results are ironing with the thread of 
the gocels ond on the right ale, except when 
there aro figures which you wish to bring 
out by exerting pressure on the wrong side, 
I also find that colored clothing is nat 
an likely to be too glossy to look well 
if it oan bo ironed on the wrong side,

With a wooso's shurtwuist of a man's 
shirt, the order is: cuffa, collar band, dears, 
yoke, back, and front The sleeves of the 
thin blouse have firat atiention, then the 
back, front, and collor. — 

Hema of sheets ond pillow cases are the 
important parts, so for ss the breener ie con- 
cemed. Lace and embrokbery trimmings 
always are ironed first. The order of iron: 
ing & nightedresa ia: trimming, sleeves, yoke, 
and body. 

Ruffled organdie dresses sxmetimes cause 
worry. roo ihe waist in thia order: muffes, 
deeves, back, and front, then the midffics, 
bem, ane bewdy of the skirt. 

The benueifiul gloas of linen is obtained 
hy iragiog op both sides, on the wrong one 
uotil partly do and on the right one totll 
dry sod highly polished. 

Black eotern is ironed on the wrong side, 
just a6 are silk and wool. If you wish to 
iron alk and wool on tho right side, ploce o 
piece al dampens cheesecloth between the 
fran and the material Plonnel is iponed on 
the wrong side if it ia dampened, bun the 
preferoble way ie to Inoisten A piece of 
cheesecloth ond place over the dry flannel, 
ironing until the cloth ia dry. 


For a Big Family 


LAT piece con be folded eventy, if in 

making the last feld the oppor part is 
pulled back @oe-fourth isch, slowing for 
the thickness of material. Not quite this 
much le allowed in folding smaller pieces, 
All @othes ore folded with the Uuresd of 
the poods, 

I often iron the clothes without making 
any folds, then E fold ond presa gently 
with a warm iron. 

In large families, ironing machines make 
the laundry work

But, two months later, the United States transport 
that had carried them away came sai ing up the Harbor, 
bearing a bronzed, sturdy, joyous lot, whos lusty yoiers 
informed us long before they docked that they were jolly 
pod fellows and the gang wee all there, And none af 
them had been too sick to recover.

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“When a Soldier Needs a Friend” 


F EVER a soldier needs a friend it is 
e@hen he tiret faces the world after 
having Enis an aaL from it. The men 
who went to Proce and came home 
thinjured, often tell af their restless 
nese, and the difficulty they found in 
erttling down to home life and work once 
more. And this i doubly true of the 
men who, in addition to this rest besress, 
have had tyo or three yeapk of suffering, 
operition on operation, ani the long mono. 
ony of the hospital They scarcely know 
where to tum, 9s they emerge ones more and 
try to take up the daily task of living. 
Severn| paths open fo these ex-aoldien. 
The first is that of vyoentional training offered 
io them by the Goverment. This has been 
urged upon them kn the hoepital by the Fed- 
eral Board representative, and different lines of work 
suggested, Naturally, this training oppeala to them, 
for they are paid a hundred deliars a month for their sup. 
port, and placed where they can get the studies they de- 
cide ia take, Foren hem, howtver, it @ a thing for 
a Soldier to consult with someone besides the Board rep- 
reaentutive, for too offen he takes up a line for which 
iiyone who knows hem well could tell him he is wnfitted., 
Perhaps the Beard representative suggests that the Rus 
sian ahould study tailoring; he dows not notice that the 
boy's tight hand ia partially paralyzed; he, half afraid of 
the distinguished visitor to his ward, says nothing about 
it. Naturally, this leads merely to disappointment and 
failure in the end. The huge Swede, with hands, ot 
Howells once put it, “like canvassed hams," has saul be 
was willing, evin eager, to beeane a watchmaker; he, 
too, ha be give it up, discouraged, : 
Sometimes the man cannot accept this vocational 
training becagse of family conditions; in this case be 
needs and must have a job, and at once, when he leaves 
the hospital. Mary employers gewerously—or sholi we 
bay juathy?—promised te take hark the men who went to 
war: but that was long ago, The well men went back; 
the places could not be held for these men emerging to- 
duy from hospitals. Even if the place were open, often 
the soldier is not strong enough to do now what he onee 
did. So many ore out of work now that it & hard to 
Hace a strong, skilled workman; how much harder to 
ace one who ls weak and ailing! This is where the 
fend of the soldier ought te put a strong shoulder ta the 
wheel. It is true that there are well-conducted bureaus 
in cities to find work for the men, but for one placed ten 
are waiting. mre 
One boy with a hip amputation was found aleeping in 
an attic on @ table, with his ald army overcoat for a cov- 
ering; another convalescent spent three days and three 
nighta-—rainy nighta—in a elty park; a thied, ara 
himself on his érutebes, gold pencils on a street comer tll 
he fainted from exhaustion. “We can't make joba, 
exclaimed an official rien gtr when these 
things were brought to hia attention; “we 
do our best!" But even the best is not half 
enough, It is a crying shame that any 
soldier, especially any convalescent soldier, 
is mot helped to o situation, anc one whieh 
he is compebent to fll, 


Every Community Can Help 


F COURSE the American Legion, the 
diferent associations for the disabled, 

the churches to which the men belong, and 
other associations, all are trying to help 
them: but oo community should take any 
chances with the eo-wervice men, especially 
those just out of the hoapitala; they adeould 
know thal each man haa enough money to 
live on fer the present, and something to do 
in the future, The Carry-On clube for the 
wounded men are an excelient thing; con- 
valescent men without families pet together 
ancl ahare a cheerful common fife. Any 
community con help there, by getting a 
house for a group of men, furnishing it, and 
eatablishing the home life in it; then the 
men can geen with the place, running it on 
club lines, and enjoying their independence, 
The soldier's friend should also strongly 
urge him te keep up his instiriner, (ten, 
berause he hes mo glenda ane ayers 
the premium money, be permite his insure 
anee to lapse; but it isan exceedingly foolish 
thing, for later on he is likely to have others 
to eare for, and there ia no insurasce elae- 
where so cheap ae that which the Geavernment provides. 
The Red Croan Home Service dines. a fine work in Jook- 
ing after the families of the ex-servier men, ‘The girl, or 
the older woman, whe & looking for sort: wily of belpungr 
can find plenty to do here, [ts not always an job, 
or a delightful ane, for there are nountainoit stairs bo 
climb, and often dirt and disorder te encounter, and fre 
quent daappaintments to meet. Ingratitude, possibly, 
‘und ignorance, and indifference, too; but a fine job, none 
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the bess, saul one that will take all the courege, and per- 
aistence, and good cheer that the best of women have to 


ve, 

The enthusinstiie weman—aor man, for sometimes tt in 
amin Whe makes the mistake—sliouldl always personally 
investigate any needy case met with on the street. One

A Man with Dofluence is Sometimes Useful

For example, a blind man was found one day who had 
heen at the front for fifteen months. He had never been 
wounded, but he hod had eoncussion of the brain from 
shell fire, and had become blind. On his return, still 
half dazed, he said to Kimeell, ss he explained Jaber on, 
“Tam no food to the Government any more, dnd I'll go 
home!" So he left, undischarged. Later on he volun- 
tarily gave himself up, receiving bis discharge on account 
of his disability: but the pipers wert marked ““Dishonor- 
able."

pauper. T an ted to Chem Ye cevelop 
such unexpected riches that a recent appraisal put the 
total at nine bundred million dellare, or three thousand 
dollare for each Indian, with tribal funds amounting to 
fifty million dollars in the United States Treasury, and 
elghteen million dollars in private banks to the credit of 
individual Indians, Such wards are beset with many 
difficulties, and in order that they may hove the best core 
and the greatest opportunities for self-development, 
every vollng eliizen in the country ahould wateh the bills 
introduced qh thelr behalf every year before Congres.

Tt in your lawyer, without fee and without price, and will 
gladly prosecute nit Sy of that kind. The Department 
ol “juatice has come far closer to the homes of the country 
in the last few years than waa ever expected when Ed- 
rund Handcnt wae appointed the first attomery gener 
of the United States at a eolary of fifteen hundred delluns 
a year, The TE salary of the Attormey General, like 
thoee of the chiefs of oll the other Federal departments, ia 
twelve thousand dollar a year, and a recent eatimate of 
all the employees under the department waa 6,700, 
2,070 of whom are appointed by the Attorney General. 
There ia one department which ia freely used by every 
citizen, and that ia the post office, It is estimated that 
thera are posted every hour of every day of every year an 
average of more than a million and a holf letters, teo 
hundred tons of parcel post, and seventy-five tons of 
newapapirs and maguzines, But the post-olfice depart- 
ment has other resources at your command. [t will be 
your banker if you wish to deposit money with it, and in 
ome reeeat month it a such sur, totaling more 
than a hundred and aiaty million dollare. It will go etill 
further than that, for even though you do not have a 
depoait account with it, you may use ite money order 
ayatem to send money to any purt of the world, The 
postales department had an illustrious first chief, 
Then it was orgunized in 1775, Benjamin Frinklin wus 
appointed ms ita head, with an annual salary of one 
thmesaind dollars.

“| oe bureaus of crop estimates and chemistry are Just 
two of the many in the Department of Agriculture 
established te help you in your kitehen.

The department his been tnetrumental in the THLSEA Ee

This department also was interested In the pasenge of 
the Federal Foods and Druge Act. requiring all package 

ads to curry Inbels, stating the quantity of food con- 
talned and ony substitution for usual ingredients. . It not 
infrequently pappene thit of two packuges of food the 
Aine aize, one Will contain fram ten bo filly per cent more 
food than the other, This ia particularly tree of spices, 
condiments and flavoring extracta. Unless you, the buyer, 
read labels curefully, you lose not onky on the package of 
food you buy, but on the return of your investment asa 
taxpayer in the work of the Department of Agriculture. 


The Treasury Department Has a Dhrect 
Connection wih Every Home 


[2 E Departments of War and Navy are kept pretty 
atnietiy to the business in hand of national defense, are 
the Department of State to the question of relationships 
with ake nations, but the Department of tha Treasury 
is another ‘catch-all,’ like that of the Interior. Uneler it 
are such diversified bureaus as those af the Mint, Engrav- 
ing, and Printing. the Public Health Service and the Coast 
Guard, Why the Coast (ruard ehould be under the De 
rément of the Treasury and lighthouses under the 
Jepartment of Commerce constitutes one of those 
curious twinks of authority with which the departments 
abound, aod which will eventually be cleared up in the 
recrganization planned for all departments, 

The tax bureaus, under the Department of the Tres 
ury, come pretty close te the family pocketbook, ws 
petple aro coming more and more generally to realize, 
They have another wee, in protecting children; for, when 
thee nabonal prodriibery child inbor E ame declared un- 
comabitutional, a law ‘ams and ip new ino tion, 
levying a tax on the products of child labor sent from one 
state te another, Another phase of the tux bows touches 
the family kitehen, taxes being levied against wrticies 
wed in the home. For instance, when olewmangarine was 
frat. put on the market a Federal tax was impose. Now, 
when the housewife makes butter substitutes out of animal 
fats, rendered aver her own stove, she ip technically aa 
much a violator of the tax law, as the mountaineer who 
distilla whisky aver his hidden still! 

‘The last of the ten departments to be established were 
those of Commerce and of Labor, originally created as 
one and separated in 1914. The Department of Com- 
merce strives, at home, to establich honest weights ancl 
measures; and through the prometion of foreign trade 
endeavors to bring about those peaceful relations which 
are in themeclyes a preventive of war, Its neweat in- 
vestigations at hame are in the industrial field, where it 
hopes to @stabligh a fairer uveruge of prices for the 
muanilactured product. The wmount of money paid by 
every Individual in the United States: to public utilities, 
including all kinds of transportation, communication, 
lighting and heating in direct charges, taxes, and other 
ways, EMLounts toe eighty dollars per person annually, o 
very emall part of which would suffices to investigate the 
whole industrial problem and give you better goods at 
lower coat. 

In the Department of Labor, with eleven other 
bureaus, senaees und boards, are three burewus of great 
inberest to wemen: the Chikiren’s Bureau, the Hurema of 
Americanization, and the Women's Bureau iteelf, cronted 
only last June te protect the hours, the conditions of 
laber, and the wages of the filteen million working women 
in this country. 

ie a strong argument for the appointment of 
women executives to the other departments in the 
eeonomy with which the women at the head of the 
Women's and the Children’s Bureaus have conducted 
their work. The Children’s Bure, in the first six years 
of its exisiercn, from PS13 ta 1419, never had a larger 
appropriation from Congress than the ome for 1S|s 
1915, of $2h8, 1, which was incremesd to S407, 180,

by a gift of 229000 from the Preaident's war emer- 
ney fund, During the two years that the Women’s 
jureau existed as the women in Industry service, it 
had annual appropriations of $40,000 and this Inst 
year it hes hed only $75,000. : 

Aside fram the eredit due for the economical man: 
agement there is no cause forsatiafaction in the size of 
the appropriations. The fact that, in the total budget 
for 1920, Con aaained to all the special needa of 

women and children approximately only one two-hun- 
dredths of one per cent is in itself the strongest of reasons 
why women should be more closely in touch with the 
work of the Federal departments, 


Read the Latest Appropriations Bill 


ALES to one of your senators or your representa 
thve will bring a copy of the latest appropriations bill, 
showing the amounts given to each of the departments. 
You might well look it over, and then write to both your 
senatora and representative what you think thelr vote 
should be on the next appropriations bill, 

By writing to the departments you can find out 
something about the bgisintion, although hy a pesent aet 
of Congress the departments may not give any informa- 
tion designed ito affect the vote of that body. If you 
degine more complete information write to the National 
League of Women Voter, $18 Muneey Building, Wash- 
ington, D.C. 

A Knowledge of the work of the Fedoral department 
will be of assistance to roe in another way: There is con- 
stant talk of revising t caper eats: and this year the 
talk has come to wm head, Polls have been under consider 
tion to enlarge some bureaus inte departments and te 
comiine others, 

There la urloubted need for revision with regard te 
procedure in the departments. The head of each depart- 
ment is a member of the President's Cabinet, therehy 
being given much responsibility with [ttle power, and 
being conetuntly subject to change. [nm his eight years in 
atice President Rooevelt made twenty changes in his 
Cabinet, and President Wileen in his two Administra: 
tiene made ten changes. Cnoer such conditions there 
might well be need for the introduction of better busines 
Tethetis in the departments. 

The second sugeested revision is with regard to the 
arganizntion of the departmtnts, combining and trans 
ferring same burevus and enlarging others to become 
departoents, 

ome of the mere limportant suggested changes under 
tiscuzaion have been the addition of a department o! 
public welfare and one of public works, a department of 
communication, inchuding juriediction over telephone 
and telegraphs; the enlargement of the Children’s Bureau 
to berome no stparacle department; the enlargement «! 
the Pulnic Henlth Sender to a department; and the 
enlargerment of the Bureau of Education toa department: 
the «atablishment of the Interstate Commerce (Com- 
mimion a8 a department of rallroada, and the Feders! 
Trade Commission as a department of industries, 

Many business institutions have suggestion boxes in 
which those connected with the businesa may place their 
ideas, The United States has a suggestion box, [1 & 
Congress, The women of the country can make wa yulua- 
ble contobution te the Federal departments, which are 
the heart of the nation's husiness—your businesa—ti 
formulating practicable ideas, disrussing them snd 
agitating for them at hore, ane siggesting them tw 

ingress for enactment into law.

The horrible fate to which the author of 
the article and the Editor of the magazine 
were condemned by some qubraged rewlers 
served strangely at variance with the pro- 
feed humanitarianism af the writers, 
Other reader were so evidently warm- 
hearted and sincere, and so obviously the 
vietimea of the misinformation freely circu- 
lated by the readera of the boyentting 
organizations that we accorded their sent 
ments the deepest respect.

Fifty per cent make a practice of 
reading political news and editorials tn their home pupers, 
Twenty-five per cent testified that they had. vobed for 
eandidates and amendments other than those mubpen test 
by male members of their families, while on ve per 
cent of the women in ies Rep reseae audience felt 
ar they were permionesily jated with any one polit- 
ical parts.

FOOLISH story, a ridiculous custom, you say? Well,

souls and sacrifice their day to the guests—then let us entertain 
our charities at some other time, and make the children's day a 
festival of home. They have firgt right, be charity ever so 
aweet. We have no right to charity at their expense. We may 
eallit character training for them; but even that is not convincing. 

Children are far more likely to gain a dis- 
taste for holidays at home, a distrust of their 
parents’ good sense, than any nobility of soul, 
if we elect to make their Christmas one of 
boredom and restraint rather than a day of 
beauty and of joy. Nor is there in doing this 
any need to turn them into selfish little mon- 
sters by extreme indulgence and foolish pam- 


ring. 

And this giving of our strength, our nervous 
energy—ah, there is a difficult problem. Once 
sel going, and the Chnstmas enthusiast finds 
it so hard to stop, does not even pause until he 
finds that he has turned his enthusiasm into 
impatient, irritable exhaustion. It would be 
droll, if it were not so pitiful, to see mature 
and supposedly sensible beings work themselves 
half to death preparing for something which 
their very frenzy of over-preparation prevents 
them fram enjoying. No wonder, after an 
experience like this, they “just hate Christmas.” 


HE making of a Christmas for ourselves, a 

Christmas of peace and contentment and hap- 
piness, a Christmas to be looked back on with 
warm and loving memory, lies so wholly within 
ourselves! “Thinking makes it ao." All we 
need to do is to take some of our little get notions, our funny 
little conventions, our fear of what people will say and think— 
which is nothing but petty egotism after all—and throw the 
whole lot of them into limbo, fling them away and utterly forget 
them.

THESE ig no need to forget the poor, the lame, the halt, the 
blind, the boys in the hospitals, the starving overseas, the 
unemployed, the lonely, this Christmas.

For Women and Children 


OMEN are redeeming their promise: “Give us the 
vote, and we will use it first to better conditions for 
women and children in homes and schools." 3 
So far, the women vote hea made arnall impression 
on national policies, issues, and political parties, but in 
individual communitles it ia being felt by local politi- 


clans, 

For example, rural school boards in New York State 
have been given quite a shaking up by the findings of the 
Health Survey made by the New York Bitiir League of 
Women Woters, under the directions of &. Josephine 
Baker, M. D., and Dorothy C, Kempf, M.D. 

Questionnaires covering conditions in achoola were dis- 
tributed by county chairmen of the | 8, and wherever 
this was possible their workers ‘vial the schoola per- 
somully. (Ctherwise, the questionnaires were filled in by 
tenchers. r 

The survey developed the fact that in 3,018 schools, 
the average dally attendance was less than ten pupils, 
while in many cases a schoolhouse with ite equipment 
and teacher waz maintained for three, two, and even one 
pupil, This waste can be checked by building conse 
dated achools and establishing w bus line for seattered 


pupil, 

The survey aleo uncovered shocking and unnecesa 
sanitary conditions. Parenta were informed that their 
children were studying in unventilated, ijltighted rooma. 
Here, a ixad floor endangered the lives and limbs of pupils. 
There, children hed te go a quarter of a mile for drinking 
water. In one achood all the pupila used one towel; in 
another were tuo tubercular children. : 

Most of these insanitary buildings have been repaired 
and cleaned, Health inspectors are earning their fees. 
Consolidated schools are being built. And all because 
New York women are talking school affairs as they never 
talked them before,

wha, by her neglect to seck nid at once, has condemned 
her hushand and her children to lose so deor a wile, so 
cherished a mother, Jibs when she is most meee! How 
often have I sald to myself, “Jf aniy women kara; if only 
comes ERen! 

Sometimes they would declare, “T was afraid to come, 
for fear you would tell me it was cancer.” To which I 
have #0 offen replied, “IF you smelt smoke in your house 
would you sit still and wait because you were afraid that 
wou would find i hows: was afireT Why not do for 
your can self that you would de fer your own howe? 
Find out the truth at once.” 

Sometimes ahe would '—I am almost ashamed to 
noimit it, but itis true: “I did see my doctor, and he 
told me to Wait and seo whether it would grow any 
bigger.” Lami glad to say this is not trae of the younger 
men, but onky of some of the doctors who graduated 
years ago and have not kept up with our modern dis- 
eaveries, “Tf you saws litthe fine in your howe," [ would 
reply, “would you walt to eee if lt would grow bigger be- 
fore you tried be put it aut?" 

If every woman whe found a lump in ber brepst would 
consult @ competent surgeon at onee—that is to say, 
within forty-ight hours, if possible, but in any case 
within a week—I[ am sure that eighty-five oul of avery one 
hundred, and it might well bo ninety out of every one 
hundred, wold be cured and afay cured. So cancer is 
curuble—provicded yeu consult a good surgeon af ence. 
Remember that, when you Gnd a lump already formed, 
the disense has bewn at work for weeks, and it may be for 
three or four months, before a discoverable lump has been 
formiecl, 

1 bave patients on whom I operated fifteen, twenty, and 
Tore years ogo, and they are etill well; but they came 
early, except one happy case of about bwenty years apo. 
(ne breast had been removed before I saw her. The 
disease had returned on that side, and had begun in the 
opposite breast, [operated for the recurrent disease, and 
aise is well teday—twenty years later. 

The complete operation is net a very long one. Tt has 
toxay, remember, ctically wo mortality, amd the re 
covery 18 complete in a week or ten days without much 
sullering. Before the days of antiseptic ane maegrtic aur- 
gery, the suffering was severe and prolonged, practically 
avery case became infected, and the tact sallty wut large. 
Usually the patient wes in the hospital for from four to 
aix weeks, or longer, and if er jpelas oF severe infection 
occurred, it might be three or four months before ahe was 
well—if, indeed, she escaped with ber life. 
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Another Danger Sign 


Te sane Tule applies to women who natier any ab- 
normal discharge of blood, Consult a competent 
surgeon af omer, Certain intermal concer that were 
formerly beyond our power fo cure ane now well within 
our power, but solely on th: condition moted—inetant 
campebont acdview, 

Every man or woman who passes blood from the 
bowels should at once aeek an examination, That ts the 
anti-cancer slogan: “INSTANT, THOROUGH EXAMINATION 
RY A COMPETENT SURGEON.” Tt may come from m slight 
and easily curable affliction; but it may, on the other 
hand, be the very first observed sign of something serious, 
Here, again, pain or its absence ia no criterion of danger.

In men, cancer of the satemach or of the 
bowels ia the most frequent. If a man 
steadily loses weight—twenty, thirty, forty 
pounds—and has indigestion, internal can- 
cer of che stameach or bowel should be aua- 
pected, [Lf he does not soon get better, aay 
within two months, the abdomen should be 
apened and any necessary operation be done. The dis- 
eased section of the stomach or bowel ia removed: but 
too often the exploratary operation is done too late and 
the disense returns after a while. If no cancer ia found, 
the abdonven 1s closed ane he is practically sure to get well 
pithin ten ta fourteen days. 

Warts aod moles—not such ns come and go on the 
hands of young people, but thas: which remain appurent- 
ly harmless for yeurs withewt any change—are seriqua 
sourced Gf danger, more particulary theae which are dis- 
eored, brown, or black, After many yeare of a quiet 
existence, for some unknown reason einidenly they begin 
to grow. Very soon the glands in the neck, armpit or 

ric begin to enlurge, at first always quite painlessly, 

When these glands become enlarged the whole system is 
often involved and the puasthility of swving life is very 
doubtful. 

All such permanent, plemented moles and warts 
should bo removed before they begin to grow, together 
with the whole thickness of the skin. To tie a woman's 
long hair wround them is the very worst thing to do. It 
only atlmulates them to grow more rapidly,

There are special laboratories of research 
on cancer alone in Boston, New York City, 
Hufinla, London, Paris, Liniemnaait and other 
cities, and also net afew personal investiga- 
tors fn other paces all laboring te discover 
the cause, and how to prevent cancer and thus 
to avoid the dreadful alternative of a surgical 
operation, 

The problem hea been attacked from the 
surgical, the pathological, the microscopical, the chemi- 
cal, the biologicul,and the experimental side, We have 
learned a great deal; for instance, that cancer is olscope o 
strictly focal disease at the beginning, so that, if you re- 
more this small bump early enough, cure ia almost certain. 
If you wait, the disease spreads by the absorbent vessels 
and the blood vessels to the neighboring glands (under the 
jaw, in the armpit or the groin, of in internal glands) or to 
distant parts, and then the cose ls hopeless for cure. All 
we can do is palliate, Eurly operation before the disease 
hes thus spread is the sine qua nen for success. 


Uftimate Success Certain 


"THE X-rays and radium are being very extensively ex- 
perimented with, and most hopefully in certain forme 
ef cancer, It ia with this in view that the fine women of 
America preaented Madame Cure with ome 15 
woains) of radium, opaling ohe hundred thousand dollars. 
T have personaliy known of some remarkable cures by the 
X-rays and radium, But they ahould be waed ye iy 
coperts, or they may do irreparable damage. Ewen if they 
do ne _ in ease they do not cure, their use mol 
seldom delaye operathon until it is feo lade, 

We have alao learned by these laboratories of research 
that this, that, and the other line of research is not the 
true road te the discovery of the cause. Thus, by exclu- 
sion, We are gradually limiting our researches to the 
methods which give promise of possible auceess 

I feel as certain of our ultimate success as I do of my 
oh exitened. I am expectant, hopeful, and impatient 
for that glorious day to come. It will most likely came 
like a thief in the night to some lonely, patient, persiatent 
worker. Then, indeed, after it has been tested and found 
true, may we chant a Te Deum—and turn our onergies to 
the solution of the many ri pap in medicine. 

Above everything else nol toda, Durge that none of the 

“conor cures” be used. [| have seen the damage 
done by many of them, and the happy time when early 
operation might almost certainly have cured has gone 
by, and again “Too late" fs the gad verdict.
